By Just 2, Census Says 


There is an almost even split between 


the sexes among Elk Grove Village's 
24.516 residents, according to the U.S. 
Census Bureau. 


There are 12.257 males and 12,259 fe- 


males, the bureau reported. 


Other census figures reveal there are 


6.248 housing units in Elk Grove Village. 
A housing unit is defined as a house, an 
apartment, a group of rooms or a single 
room occupied or intended for occupancy 
as separate living quarters. The median 
value of the owner-occupied housing is 
$29.900. 


These housing units have a median of 


5.8 rooms each with two-thirds of the 
unite having five or six rooms. 


There is a median of 4 persons living 


in each housing unit. 


Renters in Elk Grove Village pay a 


median of $207 a month, with half of the 
557 renters paying more than $200. Of the 


total renters, 205 pay from $150 to $199 a 
month. 


The census bureau reported Elk Grove 


had 446 mobile homes or trailers, a sta- 
tistic open to question because within the 
corporate limits of the village there are 
no mobile home parks. However, there 
are several in unincorporated areas out- 
side the village. 


OF THE TOTAL population there are 


27 blacks and 167 persons classified as 
other than white. 


The population is categorized by the 


bureau in age groups of male and fe- 
male.

Health Board Eyes 
Mosquito Problem 


Now is the time to begin preparing to 


eliminate mosquitoes, according to the 
Elk Grove Village Board of Health. 


Elk Grove Village residents will soon 


be asked to cooperate with the Board of 
Health in limiting the number of mos- 
quitoes expected this year. 


A note from the health board is ex- 


pected to go out to residents explaining 
the nuisance of mosquitoes and what 
residents can do to get rid of them. 


In past months the board members 


have been working on correcting condi- 
tions in the village which aggravate mos- 
quitoes and urge that residents also be- 
gin early to eliminate mosquito larva. 


Mosquito larva breed in the warm, wet 


weather of spring. One water filled cof- 
fee can will easily produce 15 to 30 dozen 
mosquito larva in a matter of hours, ac- 
cording to the board of health. 


BOARD MEMBERS ask residents to 


look for standing water in their yards 
and keep them free from water through- 
out the summer. 


This includes jars, bottles, tin cans, 


flower pots, and toys. They advise resi- 
dents to took in bushes and shrubs for 
any of these items.

er time than other items, and bird baths, 
•hould be checked. Water in bird baths 
should be changed every three to four 
days. 


Rain gutters should also be checked 


and cleaned throughout the summer. 
They produce large numbers of mos- 
quitoes, according to health board mem- 
bers. Culverts under driveways and holes 
in the drive and street should also be 
checked. 


The board also reminds residents that 


patio items, if not used frequently, will 
accumulate rain water and should be 
watched. 


Residents should eliminate puddles in 


or around swimming pools or garden 
pools. Chlorinated pools or those with 
goldfish or circulating pumps, will prob- 
ably not breed mosquitoes, but water 
splashed from them may. 


Residents are urged not to leave grass 


grow too long or to pile grass cuttings for 
any length of time, since these may 
breed mosquitoes. 


THE NORTHWEST Mosquito Abate- 


ment District has a three point approach 
to controlling mosquitoes. This includes 
swamps, potholes and catch basin larvi- 
ciding to abate hatching larva. 


The district conducts space spraying 


for adult mosquitoes when conditions 
warrant. It also eliminates breeding sites 
with cooperation of landowners. 


Part of the health statement reads, 


"The more our village aids them in ef- 
fectively eliminating breeding sites, the 
less larviciding and space spraying they 
will have to do. This not only makes it 
more comfortable and healthful for us, 
but can also better utilize our tax money 
being used for abatement."

Lindstrom: 
POWs Will 
Never Be Free 


"I am convinced that most of our 


POW's in Indo-China will never see the 
light of freedom again," the Rev. Paul 
Lindstrom told the Elk Grove Village Ki- 
wanis Club yesterday. 


Lindstrom urged Kiwanis members to 


observe this week as National POW Con- 
cern Week as declared by President Nix- 
on. 


He said he was speaking "primarily to 


challenge them into action." 


As national chairman of the Remem- 


ber the Pueblo committee, the Prospect 
Heights minister said he believed "the 
government has vacillated in the last 15 
to 20 vears in matters of importance such 
as Vietnam." He added that, "Vacil- 
lation or uncertainty as a course of ac- 
tion can never inspire men, and can nev- 
er lead to victory." 


Lindstrom said, "I can't help thinking 


of the many U. S. citizens incarcerated 
in Communist prisons with their human 
rights violated. As a Christian, I must 
have concern for these suffering ones. 


"SCRIPTURE TELLS us we should 


share one anothers burdens. Someone 
must speak on their behalf. They are the 
silent sufferers." 


He added, "These are the forgotten 


Americans left by the U. S. Department 
of State to rot and die in Communist cap- 
tivity." 


Lindstrom claims concessions made by 


the United States in returning the Pueblo 
crew to the states, and the apology to 
North Korea, is still being used in "all 
parts" of the world to make the United 
States a laughing stock. 


Although the return of the men was 


most important, there were other things 
that were also important, he said. The U. 
S. should not have "meted out" ransom 
demands or turned over the $200 million 
ship, one which was Developed over 10 
years and was using new intelligence 
gear for the first time, he said. 


Lindstrom claimed the "reaction of 


weakness by the U.S. perpetuated addi- 
tional action against us." 


"The Communists always take advan- 


tage of weakness, but they respect pow- 
er. As we back away from Communism 
and sit at the peace table other fifth rate 
and 10th rate powers will align with the 
East and will incarcerate more military 
personnel, harass citizens, and confiscate 
U.S. property." 


LtNDSTROM SAID, "I trust that you 


will have a heartfelt concern for these 
forgotten ones and do something to re- 
lieve their suffering. 


He said people could become informed, 


tell others about the "forgotten Ameri- 
cans,'' encourage them to write Washing- 
ton, and pray and read the Bible. 


Lindstrom claimed that President Nix- 


on pledged to provide new leadership to 
restore respect to the country, but this 
has not been done. 


"President Nixon said, 'America is a 


great nation. It is time we began to act 
like one around the world.' I love this 
country. I think the best starting place to 
do what Nixon said would be to protect 
the rights of Americans overseas who 
cannot cry out for themselves."

Jane Byrne, commissioner of the Illi- 


nois Department of Consumer Sales, 
Weights and Measures, told Jerome La- 
met, senior attorney of the FTC, that a 
72-hour cooling off period which is cur- 
rently the law in Illinois but is now being 
considered as a ruling by the FTC, would 
not hurt the honest and above-the-board 
salesman. 


"A CONSUMER should have the three 


days," Miss Byrnes said, "in which he 
can cancel whatever contract he signed 
with a door-to-door salesman. 


"There is a small percentage of door- 


to-door 
salesmen," she continued, 


"which make up a dishonest fringe of 
this type of selling. The cooling off peri- 
od would protect the consumer against 
this type of people " 


Miss Byrne added that her department 


received 74 complaints within the last 12 
months which were related to door-to- 
door sales 


"The highest number of complaints 


were in the area of furnaces, furnace re- 
pair, aluminum siding and carpet in- 
stallation," she said. 


Ron Fritsch, an attorney with the legal 


aid bureau of Chicago, said he is in favor 
of the proposed trade regulation rule for 
a cooling off period. 


"THE PROPOSED RULE stipulates 


that the contract can be canceled within 
three days," he said. "But it makes no 
distinction between the case where the 
contract is signed, and the goods and 
services are delivered after the cancella- 
tion period has expired." 


Fritsch said he would like to see the 


regulation provide that the buyer may 
cancel the contract within three business 
days following the day on which a sub- 
stantial portion of the goods and services 
were delivered. 


According to Fritsch, only once in a 


while does his department get calls from 
residents of the Northwest suburbs ask- 
ing for help in door-to-door sales. 


Fritsch said that for the most part the 


clients he represents in consumer fraud 
cases are poor and functionally illiterate. 
He added that the suburban resident is 
not plagued by the dishonest door-to-door 
salesman as is the poor city dweller. 


Other testimony came from a repre- 


sentative of the Wisconsin Department of 
Justice and a member of the Legal Aid 
and Defenders Society of Kansas City,

Elderly Homeowner 
Bill To Be Considered 


The Illinois Senate, which has already 


passed a bill cosponsored by Sen. John 
A Graham, R-Barrington. and Sen John 
W Carroll, R-Park Ridge, to provide tax 
exemptions to elderly homeowners, will 
consider a similar bill in the Revenue 
Committee this afternoon 


The difference between the two bills is 


that the Graham-Carroll bill applies to 
assessments made in 1971 and to taxes 
payable in 1972 while the effective date 
of the other bill, sponsored by Sen. 
Frank Ozinga, R-Evergreen Park, is 
January 1, 1972 


Both bills would provide a $1,500 real 


estate tax exemption for persons 65 
years or older on real property which 
they are using as a residence. 


Several other "homestead exemption" 


bills are pending m both houses of the 
legislature

faced with new realities. They now 
have another person's life in their 
hands — a tiny, lovable, totally de- 
pendent product of their own bodies 
demanding their utmost attention and 
care. 


Quite suddenly, they have the prob- 


lem of providing for this inlant — 
usually on one income instead of two. 
Whatever their age, they have crossed 
the Great Divide into the over-30 
group. 


If they have any spark of manhood 


and womanhood, they feel a tre- 
mendous sense of responsibility for 
this youngster. They begin to ask 
themselves, "What if anything hap- 
pens to us?" 


So they start planning for eventua- 


lities. They think in terms of imme- 
diate savings, a cushion or nest egg 
against adversity, temporary loss of 
job or illness. They also study insur- 
ance programs that would protect 
them against such dangers. 


On a more optimistic level, they 


dream of a home of their own, where 
their children can romp and play 
They work for other goals that would 
make their family lite more rewarding. 


To some this would mean that they 


are no longer to be trusted. To us it 
signifies they have attained a new lev- 
el ot maturity. We welcome them into 
the over-30 group. It has much to rec- 
ommend it.

5 Candidates In Education 


The Illinois Environmental Protection 


ARcncy. and specifically acting director 
William L. Blaser. are trying to win sup- 
port for Blaser's confirmation as per- 
manent director of the agency. 


And they are apparently doing it with 


state money 


Blaser is the businessman-manage- 


ment consultant who was nominated to 
head the EPA by Gov Richard Ogilvie 
after Ogilvie fired Clarence W. Kassen. 


But the nomination hit an obstacle in 


the Senate Executive Committee when 
Democrats, who control the committee, 
voted not to confirm the nomination. 


The decision was based, they say, on 


Blnser's own admission that he had 
"zero experience" and an "amateur in- 
terest" In environmental protection. The 
senators felt someone with experience 
and interest in saving the environment 
was needed. 


Last week, the EPA sent a press re- 


lease on official letterheads announcing 
Atty. Gen. William Scott had filed six 
more pollution cases for prosecution. The 
cases, the press release said, were devel- 
oped by th<> KPA 


Then the release points out that the six 


casri brought the number of prose- 
cutions filed on behalf of the agency to 
33. 17 of which were filed within the six 
weeks since Blaser became director. 


"In the preceding seven months, only 


16 cases were filed," the release said. 


Blaser then points out what his philoso- 


phy will be in pollution matters and the 
press statement points out that the EPA 
has "taken its first action against the as- 
phah industry " 


THK KF1.FVSE concludes with this 


statement by Blaser' "As long as I am 
directing this agencj, I intend to admin- 
ister it honestly and effectively. I intend 
to do so In order to see that pollution is 
significantly 
reduce! without stifling 


those services which the public de- 
mands " 


Mailed with the press release was a six 


page summary of cases filed for prose- 
cution since Blaser took office. On the 
front page, it shows the number of en- 
forcement actions by the EPA before 
Blaser and the number of actions since 
Blaser 


The whole thing is very amusing, if 


you think state money should be spent to 
campaign for confirmation of a political 
nomination 


Court action and prosecution of pollu- 


tion cases have generally 
been an- 


nounced in press releases from Scott's 
office, since he is the one doing the pros- 
ecuting. 


The press release from the EPA is the 


first we've seen from that office. We did 
not see any notice of the 11 earlier prose- 
cutions, which happened prior to the Sen- 
ate action on Blaser. 


Is Blaser trying to economize by not 


sending frequent press releases? 


Or wasn't it necessary to campaign for 


confirmaMnn until last week? 


We will credit Blaser with one econo- 


my measure — maybe. He has not or- 
dered new letterheads but has blocked 
out Klassen's name and added his own 
name, with the title of director although 
he is not yet the director. 


We admire his utilizing the old letter- 


heads — but hope he hasn't had too 
many printed with his name. He might 
not need them. * 
* • 


THE BLASER nomination and the Sen- 


ate action on it prompted Ogilvie to say 
he Just might veto Mayor Daley's ap- 
pointment to fill the vacancy on the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority board caused by 
the death of George DeMent. Ogilvie and 
Daley both have a role in naming board 
members, but this is the first time either 
has admitted prior to an appointment 
that he would play politics with the CTA. 


And it makes one wonder where 


Ogilvie's new concern over the CTA de- 
veloped. 


We recall a few years ago when the 


governor appointed Chicago Cubs star 
Ernie Banks to serve on the board. 
Banks is a fine ball player, a good Chica- 
goan, and worthy of some recognition for 
his contributions. 


But we wonder if Banks is qualified to 


serve on the CTA board and we wonder 
Ogilvie is justified in his frequent criti- 
cism of the CTA and Daley appointments 
when he approaches his own responsi- 
bilities for appointments with an appar- 
ent lack of seriousness.

The Doctor Says

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 72 years old 


and have pinn in my chest when I swal- 
low my food. It doesn't want to go down. 
I had an X ray a few years ago and was 
told I have enlarging of the heart. My 
doctor said not to worry because as you 
get older the heart tends to get a little 
larger. My doctor has passed away and I 
can't get a doctor, so I need an answer. I 
would like to know what that pain is if 
possible. 


Dear Rrarirr — The difficulty you are 


having in swallowing food is probably not 
related to your heart in any way. It is 
more likely caused by some mechanical 
obstruction in the esophagus, the diges- 
tive tube passing from the back of the 
throat to the .stomach. 


Sometimes mechanical problems are 


caused by spasm or cramping of the 
muscles 
in 
the 
esophagus. 
Muscle 


cramps can close the opening and cause 
food to lodge in the middle of the chest. 
Other times a mechanical obstruction is 
caused by a growth. This last reason is 
why I would urge you to see a doctor as 
soon as possible and have a careful 
X-ray examination made during swallow- 
ing. 


Do not put this off. Anyone who has the 


sensation of food lodging in his chest 
should see a doctor as soon as possible. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My doctor tells me 


that hormone shots are good for arth- 
ritis He has been giving me one a 
month. Is it possible they will cause me 
to have a heart attack? This has been on 
my mind and I would like an honest an- 
swer. 


Dear Reader — Probably not. If your 


doctor is giving you estrogen, the female 
hormone, actually it offers some protec- 
tion against having a heart attack. Heart 
and artery disease develop in women af- 
ter the change in life because of the ab- 
sence of the female hormone. This is one 
of the reasons why men are more prone 
to heart disease. 


The male hormone appears to increase 


the probability of vascular disease to 
some extent. It does make a difference 
which hormone your doctor is giving you. 
Then, of course, there are the hormones 
from the adrenal glands which are some- 
times used in arthritis, but usually these 
are not given just once a month, so I 
assume this is not what you are taking. 


The next time you see your doctor why 


don't you ask him to test your blood for 
cholesterol content? If your cholesterol is 
high it may have no relationship to the 
hormones but it would indicate that you 
should be a little more careful about 
your diet. Frankly, I think all persons 
should try to regulate their diet in such a 
way as to prevent heart disease. 


This means limiting the amount of fat

those found in meats, using.more vege- 
tables, fruit, uncreamed cottage cheese, 
nonfat dry milk powder and avoiding 
large amounts of cholesterol which are 
found in egg yokes and organ meats like 
the brain. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Is chicken fat high 


in cholesterol? 


Dear Reader — No. However, the 


American Heart Association believes that 
a diet high in fat leads to elevation of 
blood cholesterol in the body even if the 
food is low in cholesterol. This is particu- 
larly true of saturated fat, (usually ani- 
mal fat). Fryer chickens and young tur- 
keys are the best poultry source of meat 
with limited amounts of fat.

Omission Of 
Towns On Map 
Disturbs Simon 


The official 1971 Ilinois road map, dis- 


tributed last week by Secretary of State 
John W. Lewis, shows only three North- 
west suburban communities. 


Only Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 


pect and Des Plaines appear on the main 
map of the state, although all other area 
communities are listed in the index and 
appear on the Chicago 
Metropolitan 


Areamap printed on the reverse side of 
the main map. 


The omission of numerous cities from 


the map was first mentioned last week 
by Lt. Gov. Paul Simon, who objected 
because his hometown of Troy, K., had 
been omitted. 


Simon complained to Gov. Richard B. 


Ogilvie, who could offer no assistance 
since his hometown, Northbrook, also 
was missing. 


Lewis said towns had to be eliminated 


from the map to prevent crowding.

County Unit 
Eyes Higher 
Pollute Curbs 


The public service committee of the 


Cook County board tomorrow will review 
a 
series of proposed 
measures 
to 


strengthen the county's environmental 
control ordinance. 


The county building department's pol- 


lution control section has recommended 
adoption of amendments that would ex- 
pand what is termed the "total permit 
program," William F. Harris, building 
c o m m i s s i o n e r said yesterday. The 
amendments will give the county author- 
ity to conduct annual inspection of in- 
dustries producing emissions into the air. 


Permits for burning will be issued an- 


nually based on satisfactory compliance 
with established air pollution control 
standards. Fees will be collected by the 
department for each inspection, accord- 
ing to Harris. 


SAM BOORAS, bnvironmental control- 


administrator, explained that the new 
measures further give the building de- 
partment access to information on spec- 
ifically what pollution abatement devices 
industries are using. 


"They present us an opportunity to cat- 


egorize potential polluters, as well as an 
opportunity to inspect pollution control 
devices," Booras commented. 


The committee will also review anoth- 


er amendment to permit the burning of 
soft coal if a device is ever developed to 
eliminate sulphur dioxide. Booras ex- 
plained that currently there is no such 
device and that soft coal burning is not 
legal. 


If the committee okays the proposed 


measures, they must then gain approval 
from the county board.

First of a two-part series 


Their was a time when hockey was 


known to area youngsters only as a 
spectator sport 


Playing this fascinating game was a 


far off unattainable dream. The world of 
graceful ice movement was entirely for- 
eign 
seen second-hand on television or 


pe-rh.ips in an occasional trip to Chicago 
Stadium - always as a witness, never a 
participant 


Whoever heard of playing hockey in Il- 


linois -- unless you were from Canada or 
MmneMit.i and a pro0 


That's how it used to be. My, how 


times change. 


In Just the pail couplr of years, 


leemingly nut of nowhere, youth hockey 
hi this immediate area has taken a firm 
hold and spread like a flash forest fire. 


Even compared to the tremendous 


•growth of hoys baseball after its in- 
Ctption in the early 1950's or to the par- 


" tiripant boom of golf and bowling in the 
past rtecadp or two, hockey for boys 
sterna to ht> one of the fastest-growing 
activities ever seen in the mushrooming 
northwest suburbs 


After the start it now has, there's cer- 


tain to he only one direction for hockey 


. playing here - up. up and away. 


The Herald sports staff has been in a 


position to witness this phenomenon It 
s e e m s just yesterday that hockey 


• leagues for yoimgsters m our circulation 


area were unheard of. This winter, we've 
•<epn more and more game reports al- 
most every week of leagues of all ages 
from several nearby communities. 


Most local hockey league* have Just 


completed thrlr seasons, which usually 
include is or 20 regular-season games, a 
few more playoff games for Ihos* teams 
which qunllfv. and perhaps a few non- 
league or exhibition contests. 


The really amazing thing about the 


erowth of hockey here is not just the sud- 


' rlenness with which it has happened, but 


the fact that it took this long to come 
. about 
. 
In the past, most people never gave a 


second thought to hockey playing, except 
for informal pick-up games on outdoor 


' rinks at the few parks that had facilities. 


The popular notion has been that com- 


petitive, organized teams and leagues 
like those that have been a way of life 
for vears tn Canada and the northern 
fmted States for vears were an impossi- 
h>!i". 
ft w,,s thought that, locally, we 


;c"iilr| never hope to approach that kind 
. r>f competition because of the difference 


in Him.iln

V.mv area residents used to feel that 


C.in.uli.ius h.ul skatahle outdoor ice com- 


. uik> out of their ears whenever and wher- 


e-.t-r they wanted it You'd hear stories 
,t!>oiif how Bi>).hv Hull used to skate in 
his b.ick vard at the age of three and 


think that all little boys in Canada skated 
out their front door to school or to the 
grocery store and back every day. In 
their spare time all they do, you'd imag- 
ine, is play hockey and skate, skate, 
skate. 


Since outdoor ice around here is suit- 


able for skating only a small fraction of 
every winter, you'd reason: "How can 
we ever hope to build up programs like 
they have up north?" 


Joe Cicia, vice president and business 


manager of the 
youth program 
in 


Schaumburg, knows as much as anyone 
about developing hockey leagues. Ask 
him about the myth that northerners 
have a big advantage and he'll quickly 
explode it. 


"That's a 
fallacy," 
he declares. 


"There's usually too much snow up north 
to skate outdoors. They rely almost en- 
tirely on indoor rinks, just as we have to 
here. So if they can do it, there's no rea- 
son why we can't. All you need is the 
interest." 


Cicia went on, "If you compare Min- 


neapolis to Schaumburg you'll find that 
the availability of outdoor ice varies only 
about two weeks — not enough to really 
make any difference. In fact, we actually 
have more outdoor ice than in Canada 
because of all the snow." 


Thus, starting from scratch, the only 


difference has been that Canada and the 
northlands have had far more rinks 
renting Ice time. They have then been 
able to organize many more hockey pro- 
grams and leagues and get many more 
boys Involved, starting at a very young 
age. 


By the time these boys reach their late 


teens, they are excellent skaters and 
competent in all of the basic hockey 
skills. This comes about only through 
competition, which has not been avail- 
able here because of the lack of rinks. 


And that lack has nothing to do with 


climate. It's just a matter of selling the 
public on hockey — the same way it once 
was sold on boys baseball and football — 
so that funds can be made available to 
schools, park districts, cities and other 
organizations with which to build rinks. 


"There are about 110 rinks in the state 


of Minnesota and only about 25 in Illi- 
nois," says Cicia. "That's why so many 
of them learn hockey there and a terrific 
number get college scholarships." 


So the only thing we've needed in this 


area to build up youth hockey has been 
sufficient interest and willingness to get 
facilities built. 


That interest is no longer lacking. 


From now on, the sky's the limit.

In 1963, Alex was inducted into the Col- 


lege Football Hall of Fame. In 1970 he 
was named to the Diamond Anniversary 
All-Big Ten Team, and also was the only 
Big Ten player to be named to the All- 
Time teams of two schools (Illinois and 
Purdue). 


A native of Evanaton, Agase has long 


been one of the Chicago area's most 
prominent sports personalities. In 1970, 
he was one of the 10 finalists for the 
"Outstanding Chicagoan" award given 
annually by the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce. He also was 1970 recipient of Chi- 
cago's Medal of Merit. 


Agase played pro football with the 


Cleveland Browns and Baltimore Colts. 
He was assistant coach at Iowa State 
University when, in 1956, he came to 
Northwestern to become Ara Parseg- 
hian's chief assistant. He was promoted 
to head coach in 1964 when Parseghian 
moved1 to Notre Dame.

And Next Year Looks Promising! 
Wildcats Made Late-Season Charge

What a difference a day makes 
Or a weekend, for that matter. 
In a nutshell, this was the story of 


Wheeling's basketball team for the 1970- 
71 campaign. It was a team very differ- 
ent at the conclusion of the season from 
the quintet which launched play back in 
November. 


And the change occurred literally over- 


night. 


The Wildcats were actually a good 


team to begin with. Boasting a strong 
6-11 center and one of the area's best 
scoring guards, they had no reason not to 
be. 


But for all their potential, they realy 


weren't setting the world on fire going 
Into January. By the middle of that 
month they possessed a 7-5 overall 
record, had come out second best in their 
most crucial encounters and appeared 
destined for a less than outstanding year. 


Then came the first weekend in Febru- 


ary. Wth it were back-to-back matches 
with the 1-2 clubs in the league, Arling- 
ton and Hersey. The Wildcats had lost a 
total of seven straight to these two teams 
over three seasons and the outlook for 
the future looked just as glum. 


The Cards had crunched Wheeling 81- 


56 earlier in the year. They were 11-4 
overall and had dropped only two league 
frays, both by close margins to Hersey. 
The Huskies meanwhile were unbeaten 
in conference, on a nine-game winning 
streak and had the advantage of meeting 
the 'Cats on their own court. 


So Wheeling went out and captured 


both games. 


Wildcat coach Ted Ecker recalled at 


the time, "This is going to give the kids 


a whole lot of confidence. It's what we 


need the most right now." 


He was right too- His charges contin- 


ued to reel off victories right into sec- 
tional play, putting together the longest 
winning streak (12 games) in the history 
of the school and they wound up at 19-6, 
tying another Wildcat team mark for 
best overall record set during Mike 
Owens' last year at the helm. 


"I'd have to rate it a very successful 


year," Ecker said, in evaluating his sec- 
ond season at the reigns. "I was dis- 
appointed with our slow start but the 
kids really caught on. They responded to 
things I had been telling them they were 
capable of doing all along." 


Even more importantly, the mentor en- 


joyed the attitude of his cagers. "We got 
a lot of mileage out of kids who didn't 
have the greatest amount of talent. But 
they hustled. They worked and they 
scrapped. All I expected of any of the 
kids was their best effort, and I couldn't 
have been more satisfied with the re- 
sults."

Continuing to look ahead, Ecker con- 


cluded, "We lost some good kids this 
year but the majority of them will be 
coming back, more experienced and 
more refined. We should be even strong- 
er and with a little more help for Rog 
under the boards I really feel we'll have 
to be reckoned with." 


Ecker may be hard pressed to find an 


argument on that count.

•ver zoning of unincorporated land 
has represented the most aggra- 
vating thorn in the side of North- 
nest suburbs. 


Local officials have viewed most

Contrary to the best interests of 
4rea communities. Frustrated in 
their attempt i to influence devel- 
opment of nearby land outside mu- 
nicipal limits, many local leaders 
flnd residents were stricken with 
overwhelming feelings of mistrust 
and bitterness towards county offi- 
cialdom 


Recent developments, however,

these feelings may be giving way 
to a realization that some sem- 
blance of cooperation is needed to

the 
long-standing 
zoning 


feud Kqually promising is the evi- 
dence officials from both sides are 
w i l l i n g to sit down and resolve 
their many differences. 


In fact, probably the most tan- 


ftiblr 
effort 
to promote under- 


standing has come not fro.n subur- 
ban leaders, but from Cook County 
Zoning Chairman Alex Seith. Since 
hi^ appointment to the board in

Seith has 
persistenty 
at- 


tempted, through letters and per- 
$onal contacts, to gain an under- 
Standing of local gripes. 


Not afraid of criticism,and ques- 


tions. Seith has appeared before a 
number of suburban groups. Only 
last night, he met with the Wheel- 
ing Village Board to discuss some 
uncomfortable issues related to 
zoning 
board 
procedures. 
And 


about two weeks ago he fielded a 
barrage of questions from the Par- 
ents-Teachers Organization to the 
R i c h a r d V. Byrd elementary 
school in Elk Grove. 


Though Seith's vigor to achieve 


cooperation is perhaps unique at 
the county level, other officals 
have publicly stated a willingness 


to endeavor for more harmony 
with area communities. 


County Board Pres. George W. 


Dunne has said he is ready to meet 
with any group to discuss the zon- 
ing issue. And County Commission- 
er Charles S. Bonk, chairman of 
public service committee, which 
reviews zoning board recommen- 
dations before presentation to the 
county board, has asserted he 
would welcome an opportunity to 
talk over differences with subur- 
ban officials. 


Some area leaders have actively 


shown they, too, are ready for con- 
structive approaches in resolving 
the zoning dispute. Mount Prospect 
Village Pres. Robert Teichert and 
Jack Walsh, village president of 
Arlington Heights, are critical of 
the unrelenting mistrust character- 
izing suburban v iews of Cook Coun- 
ty zoning officials. Decrying tradi- 
tional local attitudes, Walsh calls 
for a cooperative, "non-political" 
effort by communities in dealing 
with county forces. And Teichert 
has urged utilizing the Northwest 
Municipal Conference (NWMC), of 
which he is president, as a collec- 
tive bargaining unit to promote 
more understanding. 


These are only two of a number 


of encouraging views reflecting a 
growing awareness among North- 
west suburban officials that differ- 
ences with the county over zoning 
problems must be resolved. 


We recognize there is a wide gulf 


separating these overtures and the 
realization of an organized pro- 
gram to bring about meeting of the 
minds. Nevertheless, we are con- 
fident the gulf can be bridged if 
county and local leaders step up 
their current efforts to improve 
communications. 


M o r e important, a working 


agreement over the zoning con- 
troversy could pave the way for co- 
operative programs to solve a my- 
riad of staggering problems facing 
the urban society in which we live. 


Preserving The Orderly Process 


Too otten in recent years the Su- 


preme Court of the United States 
has been treated almost as a court 
of first resort rather than what it 
essentially is. the last bastion of 
defense against government 
en- 


croachments on the individual citi- 
zen's constitutional rights. 


Partly encouraged by the Su- 


preme Court itself, lawsuits sent 
up from lower federal courts began 
to approach floodstage, many of 
them based to speculative chal- 
lenges to allegedly unconstitutional 
state laws 


Now, in a series of decisions in 


,ar>me half-dozen cases, the high 
court has said in effect that lower 
courts must cease declaring state 
laws unconstitutional on their face 
simply because a plaintiff feels 
that his civil rights are being or 
could be inhibited. 


Only in "special circumstances," 


such as a showing that a state was 
acting in bad faith or attemtping to 


harass 
defendants, 
do 
federal 


courts have the power to block or 
disrupt state prosecutions — not 
"on the basis of charges which in 
the last analysis amount to nothing 
more than speculation about the fu- 
ture." 


In one Illinois case involving an 


attack on laws prohibiting mob ac- 
tion, resisting arrest and aggra- 
vated assault and battery, those 
who started the litigation were in 
no way involved, observed Justice 
Hugo Black. They had not been in- 
dicted, arrested or even threatened 
with prosecution. 


The Supreme Court's action is 


not a retreat from a "liberal" to a 
"repressive" stance. It is a step to- 
ward preserving the orderly pro- 
cess by which laws are tried and 
tested in this country — a process 
which still includes the ultimate 
right to appeal all the way up to 
the Supreme Court, but real, not 
theoretical, grievances. (NEA)

It is certainly 
an injustice to mdke them learn the 
manual method, therefore limiting their 
communication to only those who know 
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the use of signs and finger spelling. The 
older these manual children get the hard- 
er it will be for them to function in a 
hearing society. 


The idea of total communication (ver- 


bal language, signs and finger spelling) 
is not very convincing. Since the children 
start out manually, this method becomes 
the children's way of life. It is very hard 
to believe and agree that verbal lan- 
guage will come eventually and natural- 
ly, as we are led to beieve. It is human 
nature to take the easiest way, hearing 
impaired children not excluded.

GOP Losing Zip In Big Key States

Experienced Republicans say their 


party situation is deteriorating badly in 
many important states, and that Presi- 
dent Nixon is doing nothing about it. 


The sober view is that this neglect is 


creating unnecessary added danger to 
the President's 1972 re-election pros- 
pects. 


"This kind of thing matters fantastical- 


ly if you're Republican," says one party 
veteran. "We start from a big dis- 
advantage. It's different when you're the 
majority party." 


The roster of GOP trouble states cited 


by worried party men includes Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, New Jersey, Flor- 
ida, Wisconsin, Oregon, and even Califor- 
nia. 


The problems vary from lack of lead- 


ership in states stripped of Republican 
governors in the 1970 elections to fester- 
ing factional disputes to unseemly chal- 
lenges presently threatening some GOP 
incumbents in 1972 primaries. 


In the judgment of the complainers, 


Nixon should have chosen one or more 
trouble-shooters early this year to fan 
out to the danger points and begin to re- 
store some sense of organizational order 
and unity. Says one such appraiser: 


"The President doesn't understand the 


value of this, or the need for i t . . . One 
day he'll get interested, probably next 
fall. But by then he'll be starting from 
'way back.'" 


Illinois, won by Nixon narrowly in 1968, 


is today considered one of the worst 
problem spots. The same observer's 
comment: 


"Illinois is in terrible shape. Governor 


Ogilvie is unpopular because of taxes, 
and he has a two-year history of bicker- 
ing with party people in the state. On top 
of this, you've got guys jockeying for 
possible primary fights against two in- 
cumbents — Ogilvie and Senator Percy." 


Ohio, led now by a Democratic gover- 


nor, is rated nearly as bad, and so is 
New Jersey. 


Well-known is the fact that the Presi- 


dent's choice of Democrat John Connelly 
to be secretary of the Treasury has 
thrown Texas Republicans into total be- 
wilderment. 


"They don't know which way to 


move," says a party source here. 


Wisconsin, having lost a governorship 


and two House seats to the Democrats in 
1970, is not a heartening picture. In Ore- 
gon, despite the presence at the helm of 
liberal Gov. Tom McCall, practicing ma- 
verick, the party apparatus has slipped

into the hands of men described by na- 
tional figures as "to the right of the 
President." The circumstance can hard- 
ly help Sen. Mark Hatfield, who is on the 
block next year in a posture well to the 
left of Nixon. 


Nothing, evidently, can quite match 


the chaos in Florida, where the governor- 
ship was lost and with it a chance to gain 
a second U.S. Senate seat. A judgment 
on Florida:

"Everybody is sitting around in armed 


readiness, waiting for the next con- 
frontation. The party is all cut up." 


The heart of the difficulty in California 


is a poor relationship between the Presi- 
dent and re-elected Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Their visible combat over matters per- 
taining to welfare outlays and legal ser- 
vices for the poor is seen here as surface 
stuff. The problem is deeper. 


"The President shouldn't forget that 


Reagan had eyes for his job. He could 
put his arm around him and make him 
feel he's got at least half a toe in there."

The Big Three auto companies finally 


have closed ranks to do something about 
t h i s g r o w i n g discontent. Chrysler 
recently embarked on a person-to-person 
campaign to receive customer com- 
plaints and try to resolve them. 


FORD STARTKD last fall by inviting 


dissatisfied customers to write to corpo- 
rate headquarters in Donrborn in a cam- 
paign which uied as a theme "We Listen 
Better " General Motors recently opened 
a toll-free telephone line from the Chi- 
cago area to its Detroit headquarters so 
customers could phone complaints 


But Chrysler's campaign has a differ- 


ence It puts a face and a name in front 
of the corporation so the customer can 
communicate with live flesh instead of a 
computer The company calls him "your 
man in Detroit." and he is Byron Nich- 
ols, vice president for consumer affairs 


Chrysler's plan, tested in a pilot pro- 


gram in the Cleveland area, includes 
channeling of all consumer complaints 
and suggestions through Nichols, whose 
staff sorts them out as to type, then fun- 
nels them to the proper departments. 


From there, the local dealer or com- 


pany regional office is contacted to make 
an appointment for the customer to bring 
his car to the dealer for inspection and 
repair of what is wrong. 


THE PROGRAM IS designed to get ac- 


tion for the customer within three to sev- 
en days. After that is done, the program 
provides for a follow-up by the company. 
The customer is asked whether his com- 
plaint has been handled and if he is satis- 
fied. 


If not. another appointment is made 


for the dealer handling the problem. If 
that doesn't clear the problem, the cus- 
tomer will be sent to another dealer until 
the complaint is resolved. 


John Ricardo. Chrysler president, says 


his main interest in the program is in 
"reaching those customers who, when 
they are dissatisfied, don't complain but 
just leave the company and buy other 
products " He figures there are more of 
this type than there are complainers. 
"We lose customers that way," said Ri- 
cardo.

1040 instructions. It is based on the tax 
rate in your state, number of miles driv- 
en and type of car.

Bill Asked To 
Reduce Credit 


Customers in Commonwealth Edison 


Company's northern division used a 
record amount of electricity in 1970 as 
kilowatt-hour sales topped the seven bil- 
lion mark for the first time. 


Les Milligan, division vice president, 


made the announcement in an annual re- 
port on the electric company's local ac- 
tivities. The division serves over 390,000 
customers in 161 communities and ex- 
tends from Chicago's northern city limits 
to the Wisconsin state line and from 
Lake Michigan west through half of 
McHenry County. 


"Kilowatthour use increased over nine 


per cent from nearly 6.5 billion kilowatt- 
hours in 1969 to almost 7.1 billion last 
year," Milligan said. "Record electric 
sales were offset, 
however, by in- 


flationary pressures that continued to 
push up the costs we must pay to provide 
abundant and reliable electric service." 


In 1969 Edison requested its first gen- 


eral rate increase in 11 years and last 
summer was granted relief of less than 
five per cent by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. 


"Even with the raise in rates, Edison 


residential customers are still paying 
less per kilowatthour on the average 
than they did in 1960," Milligan said. 


Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. Reports 
Record Earnings 


Northern Illinois Gas Co.'s 1970 annual 


report to shareowners reports record 
earnings, revenues, operating expenses 
and taxes. 


Previously reported year-end figures 


include $345 million in revenues, and 
earnings per share of $2.79, up eight per 
cent over 1969 earnings before a special 
charge. A $39 million increase in oper- 
ating expenses and taxes for 1970 was 
reported, also. Three-fourths of this in- 
crease was for the cost of gas. Capital 
expenditures were up $4.5 million to $59 
million in 1970. 


NI-Gas also disclosed that despite a na- 


tionwide construction lag, it added 25,000 
customers in 1970 and obtained an addi- 
tional 80,000 when Mid-Illinois Gas Co. 
was merged into NI-Gas on December 
30,1970. At year-end NI-Gas was serving 
1,158,000 customers in 532 communities 
throughout its territory. 


A new 24-hour gas send-out record was 


set Feb 1, when the company distributed 
over 3 billion cubic feet of gas to its cus- 
tomers. Last winter's record was 2.9 bil- 
lion cubic feet. 


NI-Gas reported that of the volume of 


gas sent out on that peak day, about half 
came from its pipeline suppliers and the 
remainder from underground storage re- 
servoirs. Approximately two-thirds of the 
gas from storage was from 
facilities 


owned and operated by NI-Gas. 


The company stated that its inability to 


obtain additional gas supplies is the 
greatest problem now facing the com- 
pany. 


The utility reported that while it re- 


ceived a 6 per cent increase in its daily 
pipeline deliveries in 1970, none of its 
four suppliers now can promise addition- 
al quantities of gas in the next year or 
thereafter. Moreover, the company re- 
ported, two of its pipeline suppliers are 
proposing curtailments in their con- 
tractual deliveries. 


Commenting that a decrease in explor- 


atory drilling has contributed to the sup- 
ply shortage, NI-Gas said it supports 
higher field prices as a producer in- 
centive to find more gas. The company 
said that other steps in its program to 
boost gas supply are increased explor- 
ation efforts by its subsidiary, NI-Gas 
Supply, Inc., and its proposal to form an- 
other subsidiary, NI-Gas Exploration, 
Inc., which would concentrate on locat- 
ing gas that can be transported to the 
NI-Gas service territory. 


Underground storage operations are 


important in meeting the .supply chal- 
lenge, and in meeting winter peaks, NI- 
Gas said. The company entered the heat- 
ing season with over 100 billion cubic feet 
of storage gas available for delivery and 
plans to continue development of the 
storage system to help ensure service to 
its customers. 


The company's more than 200,000 com- 


mon, preference and preferred share- 
owners make NI-Gas one of the most 
widely held natural gas companies in the 
United States. 


"Because of ever higher costs, the com- 
pany early this year was forced to return 
to the ICC to seek a boost of about 10.4 
per cent over present charges." 


Milligan disclosed that in 1970 Edison 


budgeted a record high $60 million on en- 
vironmental projects to preserve the air, 
land and water With past expenditures, 
the company projects it will have over 
$285 million invested in such programs 
by the end of 1975. 


"In the last half of 1970 we succeeded 


in cutting sulfur dioxide emissions in Chi- 
cago by almost 80 per cent compared 
with the same period in 1969," Milligan 
said. "Last year we displaced eight mil- 
lion tons of high sulfur content coal with 
low sulfur fuels." 


Significant progress was made in 


northern division last year. 


"In 1970 we brought in the first low- 


sulfur western coal from mines over 
1,000 miles from Chicago," Milligan said. 
"Last year at our Waukegan station we 
burned 342,000 tons of this coal with an 
average sulfur content of under one per 
cent. At the same time we are installing 
a $2.3 million precipitator and fly ash 
handling equipment that will sharply re- 
duce emissions at the site." 


Commenting on Edison's 1970 construc- 


tion program, Milligan said the com- 
pany's expansion program made another 
330,000 kilowatts of capacity available for 
the needs of customers locally. Construc- 
tion also began on a $400,000 expansion 
program at Edison's Northwest area 
headquarters, 201 N. Arthur Ave., in 
Mount Prospect. Scheduled for com- 
pletion in mid-1971, the project will add 
5,000 square feet of office space and 
about 9,000 square feet for service de- 
partments. About 340 Edison employes 
are based at the utility's Northwest area 
headquarters. It serves 12 suburbs in- 
cluding Arlington Heights, Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect and Park Ridge. 


"The headquarters serves the fastest 


growing area in Edison's service territo- 
ry," Milligan said. "In the last decade 
our customer load in northwest area in- 
creased from 60,000 customers to over 
120,000 today- We expect this to climb to 
180,000 customers by 1975." 


Milligan reported on the success of the 


company's computerized customer infor- 
mation system after its first full year of 


Card Costs 


Legislation which would result in lower 


finance costs for credit card users has 
been introduced in the Illinois House of 
Representatives by State Rep. Arthur E. 
Simmons, R-Skokie. 


Simmons' bill, introduced last week 


and awaiting assignment to a House 
committee, would reduce the interest 
rate on revolving charge accounts from 
1 5 per cent a month to one per cent a 
month. 


It would have the effect of lowering the 


annual rate on revolving accounts from 
18 per cent to 12 per cent. 


Revolving accounts are those in which 


the holder of a credit card can continue 
to charge goods and services before a 
previous balance is paid. Oil company 
cards, department stores and most other 
nopular credit cards are in that cate- 
gory.

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Income Averaging 
Can Lower Taxes 


More taxpayers can now reduce their 


income taxes under changes in income- 
averaging rules made by the Tax Re- 
form Act of 1969, E. P. Trainor, District 
Director of Internal Revenue, Chicago 
District, announced. 


If a person's income is sharply higher 


than in the previous four years, a part of 
the additional income is taxed at a lower 
tax rate. 


Income averaging may be used, Mr. 


Trainor said, if the taxpayer's 1970 aver- 
ageable income exceeds $3,000, and ex- 
ceeds 120 per cent of his averageable in- 
come for the four previous years. In past 
years the percentage requirement was 
133 1/3 per cent instead of 120. 


The Act also extends the averaging 


method to long-terra capital gains.

week killed by a 12-6 vote a bill to permit 
abortions in licensed hospitals. 


Not completely satisfied with this vic- 


tory, Rep. Henry Hyde, R.-Chicago, 
House majority leader and an abortion 
opponent, indicated he would press for a 
grand jury inquiry to identify 
known 


abortionists. 


Hyde directed his attack toward the 


Rev. E. Spencer Parsons, dean of the 
U n i v e r s i t y of Chicago's Rockefeller 
Chapel and head of the Clergy Con- 
sultation Service which has been coun- 
seling women seeking abortions. 


The Rev. Mr. Parsons had testified in 


behalf of HB 43, the bill defeated in the 
Judiciary Committee. He told the com- 
mittee he knows 12 men and one woman 
who perform from one to five abortions a 
day and one Illinois doctor who has per- 
formed 20,000 abortions in his lifetime. 


"THAT IS A CASE of mass criminal- 


ity. Abortion is a felony with a one to 10- 
year sentence," Hyde told Paddock Pub- 
lications. He said he planned a dialogue 
and a formal appeal to State's Atty. Ed- 
ward Hanrahan to get a grand jury hear- 
ing. 


Supporters of abortion reform are not 


sitting idle, however. Barbara Mark- 
owitz, a spokesman for Illinois Citizens 
for Medical Control of Abortion, said the 
committee plans a strategy meeting with 
freshman Rep. Bruce Douglas, D.-Chi- 
cago, who has an abortion bill waiting. 


Majority leader Hyde scoffed at the 


possibility of further abortion law reform 
attempts in the current House session. A 
sympathizer of the Illinois Right To Life 
Committee, which has been active in op- 
posing abortion reform, Hyde was a 
member of the Judiciary Committee in 
the last General Assembly. 


"A bill of this type usually goes to this 


committee (Judiciary) first, 
although 


Douglas may try to get it before the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee where it might be 
more favorably received. The speaker of 
the House assigns the bills to committee, 
and the speaker (W. Robert Blair) is 
also opposed to liberalized abortion," 
Hyde said. 


ABOKTION REFORMERS are taking 


another tack. Dr. Lonny Myers, out- 
spoken supporter of a liberalized abor- 
tion policy and member of the Illinois 
Citizens for Medical Control of Abortion, 
has quit her job at Michael Reese Hospi- 
tal to head the Midwest Population Cen- 
ter. That center had the first vasectomy 
performed there last Thursday.

The assumption is that if they 
know who the abortionists are, they will 
prosecute. If a woman can find an abor- 
tionist, so can the state's attorney." 


Meanwhile, both sides await a decision 


by the U.S. Supreme Court on the con- 
stitutionality of the Illinois statute of 1874 
which forbids abortion except to save a 
woman's life. 


THAT LAW HAS B£EN challenged by 


the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
was declared unconstitutional last July 
by Criminal Court Judge George Dolezal. 
On Jan. 29, 1971. a three-member panel 
of federal judges upheld the Dolezal deci- 
sion, and the first legal abortion in Illi- 
nois was performed at Grant Hospital in 
Chicago a few days later. 


Legal abortion was short-lived, how- 


ever, when Justice Thurgood Marshall 
ordered the law reinstated until the na- 
tion's highest court can make a final de- 
termination of its constitutionality.

got wet and telephone lines went dead at

was restored at 12:20 p.m. Monday. 


According to the fire department, no 


fires were reported during the 22-hour 
period as the department took emergen- 
cy precautions. 


A FIREMAN was stationed in the fire- 


house and kept in direct radio contact 
with the police department. Police radio 
operators were instructed to reach those 
men they could by direct call. The police 
and firemen were hopeful that residents 
who were unable to contact the fire de- 
partment line that was out of order 
would call the police line that was work- 
ing 


"Thankfully the system was not tested 


by an actual emergency," said the police 
radio operator noting that the delay in 
transcribing calls could have meant 
valuable time lost. 


Police were deluged with calls from 


residents Sunday afternoon but by Mon- 
day their phones were quiet too. Many 
residents had to leave town to call the 
police and telephone company when they 
found that not only their phones but their 
neighbors were out of service. 


According to Siefken, this is what hap- 


pened: 


A main feed line from Bartlett to 


Hanover Park suddenly went dead. Trac- 
ing the problem, Bell workers soon deter- 
mined that the major cable feeding a 
large portion of Hanover Park, mainly in 
the older sections of town west of Bar- 
rington Road and between Rte. 19 and 20 
was out. 


THE CABLES are covered with an im- 


pregnable lead sheet. However, somehow 
a crack developed in the sheet and water 
seeping into the cable put it out of com- 
mission, and with it, about 1,500 tele- 
phones. 


In addition-to the emergency repair 


crew, Bell sent out two mobile public 
warning units and three emergency tele-, 
phone mobile units. 


Bull horn announcements were broad- 


cast throughout the area as the crews 
dug down to the trouble spot, just west of 
Lake Street near North Avenue and Bart- 
lett Road, that was pinpointed early 
Monday. 


Residents were told emergency tele- 


phones were available in the parking lot 
of the Tradewinds Department Store and 
at two other points within the village, 
said Siefken. 


Bell telephone worked around the 


clock, in an attempt to restore service as 
quickly as possible, Siefken said. 


He added that normally when service 


is interrupted for a 24-Jiour period or 
more Bell telephone does make bill ad- 
justments.

about prisoners of war in North Vietnam 
will have an opportunity Saturday to ex- 
press their interest to the North Viet- 
namese in their own language. 


Hoffman Estates Jaycees have written 


an open letter to the North Vietnam gov- 
ernment, and through a Chicago news- 
paper have obtained printed translations 
Into the North Vietnamese language. The 
Jaycees will station themselves, 9 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. Saturday, in Golf Rose Shop- 
ping Center, Golf and Roselle roads, with 
copies of the letter. Any person wishing 
to plead for humane treatment of prison- 
ers of war may sign a letter at one of the 


Jaycee tables. The Jaycees will pay post- 
age to mail the letters individually. 


The letter urges the North Vietnamese 


to allow inspection of prisoner facilities 
by the International Red Cross, notifica- 
tion to families of all prisoners that the 
men are alive, and sending mail and gift 
packages to the prisoners by their fami- 
lies. 


"THE AMERICAN PUBLIC and the 


U.S. government are greatly concerned 
about the safety and well being of the 
possibly 1,500 Americans believed to be 
held prisoner by Communist forces," 
says the letter. But "most Americans 


feel withdrawal of American forces from 
Southeast Asia — much as that may be 
desired by both sides — is impossible so 
long as no meaningful accord on the pris- 
oner of war issue has been reached 
They feel that short of such accord, a 
withdrawal of forces would constitute an 
abandonment of our captured men — 
something unthinkable to most Ameri- 
cans," it continues. 


The letter urges "in the interest of hu- 


manity as well as in the hope of remov- 
ing this barrier to fruitful peace negotia- 
tions," the contacts with prisoners be 
allowed.

His vote was the only one that he could

Baker said his vote to remove candi- 


dates from the ballot was clear because 
he had no sample or previous court deci 
sion for any other course of action. 


The challenge to the GOP petition was 


based on such "a fine technicality that 
left no clear decision" Baker said. He 
explained the challenge was based on the 
fact that the party was not established in 
the village, and thus filed too early, was 
argued by the challengers' attorneys 


THE GOP maintained they were an es- 


tablished party, filed during the correct 
time, and their attorneys wanted the 
electoral commission to withdraw the ob- 
jection. 


Baker insisted this type of challenge 


had never been made, and admitted a 
lack of knowledge, and the belief that 
any decision handed to the GOP party 
should come from the Circuit Court and 
not, "laypeople like me (himself) and the 
clerk "

As the residents of Hanover Park face 


* decision to be or not be governed by a 
managerial form of village government, 
incumbent village officials and some 
candidates in the April election are unde- 
cided about the manager's duties and 
powers. 


This indecision carries through to the 


manner In which a village manager 
would be hired or appointed. The 
trustees in office asked that the question, 
shall the village adopt the managerial 
type of government, be included in the 
April election. 


However they specified that the man- 


ager would be hired by the board of 
trustees, specifically leaving out the 
president. 


Some candidates have claimed that 


when a managerial type of government 
is established by referendum the man- 
ager's appointment is made by the presi- 


dent, with the trustees approval and con- 
sent. 


Since then Attorney Davies submitted 


a sample ordinance to the board that 
shows a change of intention of their pre- 
vious action. 


The ordinance specifies that "when the 


office of manager is created the man- 
ager shall be appointed by the president, 
by and with the advice and approval and 
consent of the board of trustees as pro- 
vided by statute." 


DAVIES ADDED that the manager 


would enforce all laws and ordinances of 
the village. 


He would also attend all meetings of 


the president and board of trustees. The 
manager will take part in discussion but 
have no right to vote. He must also be 
notified of all special and regular meet- 
ings of the board.

BEFORE MARCH 1 of each year the 


manager must prepare or cause to be 
prepared a report of estimated funds 
necessary to defray the expenses of the 
village for the fiscal year and in con- 
junction with this the tax levy. The levy 
shall be prepared with the cooperation of 
the president and trustees and after it is 
enacted it will be the manager's respon- 
sibility to file it with the county clerk. 


Other duties of the manager would be 


to submit to the president and trustees a 
complete report on the finances and ad- 
ministrative activities of the village for 
the fiscal year. 


Monthly financial statements showing 


the exact financial condition of the vil- 
lage must be submitted showing amounts 
appropriated, expended, and unexpended 
balances in the several items of appro- 
priation. 


Devoting his entire time to the dis- 


charge of his official duties is asked in 
the ordinance, but hours are not speci- 
fied. He will be required to act as liaison 
between all commissions, committees 
and establish and maintain a policy man- 
ual consisting of rules and regulations 
for each department in addition to oper- 
ating procedures. 


The final item of the sample ordinance 


specifies that the manager perform such 
other duties as may be required by reso- 
lution or ordinance of the president and 
trustees. 


DAVIES SUMMED up his sample ordi- 


nance with the comment "that the above 
are some of the powers and duties as 
established by ordinance in the neighbor- 
ing village of Streamwood," where he 
also acts as village attorney. 


There are other duties that can be as- 


sociated with the manager, he added. 


He noted that the manager may be re- 


placed on a 24 hour notice, which pro- 
vides the village board with complete 
control over the function and duties of 
the village manager.

Park Candidate Proposes Daytime Tot Programs 


Daytime tiny tot programs at Vogelei 


Community Recreation Center were pro- 
posed this week by Edwin L. Frank, one 
of six candidates running for two full 
terms on Hoffman Estates Park District. 


"The Hoffman Estates Park District 


has the experience to conduct such pro- 
grams, but has failed to capitalize on 
that experience to offer children of this 
particular age bracket a program," 
Frank said in a news release issued Mon- 
day. 


"I am certain that within the bound- 


aries of Hoffman Estates there are a 
number of women degreed in education 
who are available to professionally su- 
pervise anl lead the year-round 
pro- 


gram," the statement continued. 


Frank proposed the plan as "simple 


and should be, in light of current park 
district finances, self-sustaining." 


"I envision two two-hour sessions in 


the barn for kiddies with one conducted 
prior to noon and the second sometime 
after lunch," the release said, also noting 
that the sessions could be identical with 
children attending only one session dur- 
ing a given day 


THE CANDIDATE said he envisions 


sessions set up on the basis of two to 
three times weekly depending on which 
group a child is enrolled in. 


"While no investigation has been made 


into transportation costs, I'm certain if 
each session had a 20 or 25 child limit, 
door-to-door bus transportation could 
even be arranged for at a nominal cost 
over and above registration costs of the 
program," the statement continued. 


Frank emphasized, however, that "this 


program isn't meant to serve as, nor 
should it be designed as, a baby-sitting 
program.

"when a child has all that energy to ex- 
pend and isn't able to play outside . • . 
such a program will be a boon to moth- 
ers." 


"The program represents the type ser- 


vices our park should be offering tax- 
payers and is not," the candidate ob- 
served in his statement. 


A PLAN SIMILAR to the one pre- 


sented by Frank, who was an unsuccess- 
ful park board candidate in 1969, was in- 
troduced by Vaughn Black, a profes- 
sional park director who worked for the 
district for eight months last year. 


Black resigned last July and while his 


replacement, Mrs. Anne Schuerings in- 
tended to implement the preschool pro- 
gram, it could not be scheduled because 


of lack of daytime facilities available to 
the park district. 


The program was planned to be held in 


the Vogelei Community Recreation Cen- 
ter which was under construction until 
early last January. 


Mrs. Schuerings told The Herald Mon- 


day a preschool program, for children 3 
through 5 years of age-, is planned'as a 
fall program this year. 


Also at that time the district is plan- 


ning to offer a slim and trim class, as 
well as stitchery and Aikido during the 
day. 


"This would give mothers of children 


enrolled in the preschool program an op- 
portunity to take advantage of another 
facet of our recreation program if they 
so desire," Mrs. Schuerings explained. 


"We had hoped to be able to offer a 


preschool program last fall but we are 
not at any time going to offer programs 
that are not well planned and, frankly, 
the facility was not there at that time," 
she said. 


The district is also planning to again 


offer 
a recreational series for ex- 


ceptional children this summer and Mrs. 
Schuerings indicated that park officials 
are hopeful of continuing this program 
on a year-round basis. 


The exceptional child recreation was 


piloted by the park district last fall and 
planned for pick-up next summer. 


Frank, who was appointed to the park 


board and served for about 18-months 
prior to his 1969 defeat, is seeking elec- 
tion to a six year term along with Ber- 
nar M. Bartosch, an incumbent and 
original member of the park board at its 
formation nearly seven years ago, as 
well as William Wermes, a former park 
maintenance employe. 


Other candidates for the two full terms 


to be filled on April 6 include Thomas 
Barber, Claude Grase andu Robert Hill. 
Barber, Claude Crase and Robert Hill. 
Estates Jaycees, while Hill is vice presi- 
dent and director of Hoffman Estates 
Boys Club.

Democrats, who control the committee, 
voted not to confirm the nomination 


The decision was based, they say. on 


Blaser'!) own admission that he had 
"zero experience" and an "amateur in- 
terest" in environmental protection. The 
senators felt someone with experience 
and interest in saving the environment 
was needed 


Last week, the EPA sent a press re- 


lease on official letterheads announcing 
Atty. Gen. William Scott had filed six 
more pollution cases for prosecution. The 
cases, the press release said, were devel- 
oped by the EPA 


Then the release points out that the six 


cases brought the number of prose- 
cutions filed on behalf of the agency to 
33. 17 of which were filed within the six 
weeks since Blaser became director. 


"In the preceding seven months, only 


18 cases were filed," the release said 


Blaser then points out what his philoso- 


phy will be in pollution matters and the 
press statement points out that the EPA 
has "taken its first action against the as- 
phalt industry " 


THE RKLKASE concludes with this 


statement by Btaser: "As long as I am 
directing this agency, I intend to admin- 
ister it honestly and effectively. I intend 
to do so in order to see that pollution is 
significantly 
reduce! without 
stifling 


those services which the public de- 
mands." 


Mailed with the press release was a six 


page summary of cases filed for prose- 
cution since Blaser took office. On the 
front page, it shows the number of en- 
forcement actions by the EPA before 
Blaser and the number of actions since 
Blaser

Court action and prosecution of pollu- 


tion cases have generally been an- 
nounced in press releases from Scott's 
office, since he is the one doing the pros- 
ecuting.

The Doctor Says

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 72 years old 


and have pain in my chest when I swal- 
low my food It doesn't want to go down. 
I had an X ray a few years ago and was 
told I have enlarging of the heart. My 
doctor said not to worry because as you 
get older the heart tends to get a little 
larger. My doctor has passed away and I 
can't get a doctor, so I need an answer. I 
would like ti> know what that pain is if 
possible 


Dear Reader — The difficulty you are 


having in swallowing food is probably not 
related to your heart in any way. It is 
more likely caused by some mechanical 
obstruction in the esophagus, the diges- 
tive tube passing from the back of the 
throat to the stomach. 


Sometimes mechanical problems are 


caused by spasm or cramping of the 
muscles 
in the 
esophagus. 
Muscle 


cramps can close the opening and cause 
food to lodge in the middle of the chest. 
Other times a mechanical obstruction is 
caused by a growth. This last reason is 
why I would urge you to see a doctor as 
soon as possible and have a careful 
X-ray examination made during swallow- 
ing. 


Do not put this off. Anyone who has the 


sensation of food lodging in his chest 
should see a doctor as soon as possible. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My doctor tells me 


that hormone shots are good for 'arth- 
ritis He has been giving me one a 
month. Is it possible they will cause me 
to have a heart attack? This has been on 
my mind and I would like an honest an- 
swer 


Dear Reader — Probably not. If your 


doctor is giving you estrogen, the female 
hormone, actually it offers some protec- 
tion against having a heart attack. Heart 
and artery disease develop in women af- 
ter the change in life because of the ab- 
sence of the female hormone. This is one 
of the reasons why men are more prone 
to heart disease. 


The male hormone appears to increase 


the probability of vascular disease to 
some extent. It does make a difference 
which hormone your doctor is giving you. 
Then, of course, there are the hormones 
from the adrenal glands which are some- 
times used in arthritis, but usually these 
are not given just once a month, so I 
assume this is not what you are taking. 


The next time you see your doctor why 


don't you ask him to test your blood for 
cholesterol content? If your cholesterol is 
high it may have no relationship to the 
hormones but it would indicate that you 
should be a little more careful about 
your diet. Frankly, I think all persons 
should try to regulate their diet in such a 
way as to prevent heart disease.

Permits for burning will be issued an-

measures further give the building de- 
partment access to information on spec- 
ifically what pollution abatement devices 
industries are using. 


"They present us an opportunity to cat- 


egorize potential polluters, as well as an 
opportunity to inspect pollution control 
devices," Booras commented. 


The committee will also review anoth- 


er amendment to permit the burning of 
soft coal if a device is ever developed to 
eliminate sulphur dioxide. Booras ex- 
plained that currently there is no such 
device and that soft coal burning is not 
legal. 


If the committee okays the proposed 


measures, they must then gain approval 
from the county board.

comment on such a plan, and the result 
was unanimous agreement that candi- 
dates in village elections should tell the 
sources and amounts of their campaign 
funds. 


Some readers expressed skepticism 


about politicians in general and asked 
that candidates also reveal their person- 
al income. Others asked for a limit on 
campaign spending. 


Disclosure of personal income, as well 


as campaign finances, was favored by 
WILLIAM PARRISH, 184 Cindy, Wheel- 
ing. 


"It should be done," Parrish said, "to 


cut down on racketeering in politics. If 
you're honest, it shouldn't hurt you, but 
I can't see someone spending $100,000 to 
campaign for a $10,000 a year job." 


Parrish said that he would also like to 


see laws that limit the amount that can 
be spent on a campaign. "It would cut 
down on these expensive campaigns," he 
said, "and it would give the little guy a 
chance to run. He can't do it now." 


MRS. FLOYD BABBITT, 997 Plum 


Grove Circle, Buffalo Grove, saw a dis- 
closure of campaign finances primarily 
as an aid to "people who might be con- 
templating running in the future." 


"It would give them an idea," Mrs. 


Babbitt said, "of what it costs to run a 
campaign if they want to run them- 
selves. I don't think it would hurt any- 
one." 


But Mrs. Babbitt said she is opposed to 


forcing local candidates to disclose their 
personal income. 


Another vote in favor of disclosure of 


campaign finances came from MRS. 
PHILIP BARRY, 410 Diane, Buffalo 
Grove. 


"I think the information should be pub- 


lished, especially where it comes from," 
Mrs. Barry said. "But most of all I think 
that there should be a limit on how much 
is spent in a campaign." 


Mrs. Barry said she favored disclosure 


because "now we only find out years lat- 
er 
that 
money came from 
illegal 


sources." 


Disclosure, she said, would help reduce 


such incidents and it would also "keep 
them from appointing friends to office 
because they gave large contributions. 
This way the public would know who con- 
tributed." 


MRS. JEFFREY KARZEN, 430 Regent 


Dr., Buffalo Grove, said, "I think H 
would be a good idea. The only benefit, I 
see, would be that the more the public 
knows, the better it is." 


Disclosure would allow the public to 


know "whether a candidate received a 
large cgontribution from some individual 
or business, and then the public would be 
able to keep an eye open to see if the 
official did some favors for the contrib- 
utor later on." 


DENNIS MC BRIDE, 18 E. Willow Rd., 


Wheeling, expressed skepticism about 
politicians in general and, because of 
this, favored disclosure. 


"It's my own prejudice, but I think pol- 


iticians are crooked," McBride said. 
"They should disclose their campaign ex- 
penses.

An NSSD consultant 
said the cost of adding third-stage treat- 
ment to the plant would be an extra $8 
million.

sultant, told the pollution board hearing, 
however, that the net cost of the added 
treatment could be reduced to $2 million 
if the Clavey Road discharges were di- 
verted into the Skokie River instead of 
the Des Plaines River. 


THE REDUCED COST would come 


from a $8 million saving in the cost of 
pumping stations and pipelines, he said. 


Sullivan yesterday told the Herald that 


the pollution board is also scheduled to 
rule next month on several citizen com- 
plaints against the NSSD.

Lindstrom: 
POWs Will 
Never Be Free 


"I am convinced that most of our 


POW's in Indo-China wil! never see the 
light of freedom again," the Rev. Paul 
Lindstrom told the Elk Grove Village Ki- 
wanis Club yesterday. 


Lindstrom urged Kiwanis members to 


observe this week as National POW Con- 
cern Week as declared by President Nix- 
on. 


He said he was speaking "primarily to 


challenge them into action." 


As national chairman of the Remem- 


ber the Pueblo committee, the Prospect 
Heights minister said he believed "the 
government has vacillated in the last 15 
to 20 years in matters of importance such 
as Vietnam." He added that, "Vacil- 
lation or uncertainty as a course of ac- 
tion can never inspire men, and can nev- 
er lead to victory." 


Lindstrom said, "I can't help thinking 


of the many U. S. citizens incarcerated 
in Communist prisons with their human 
rights violated. As a Christian, I must 
have concern for these suffering ones. 


"SCRIPTURE TELLS us we should 


share one anothers burdens. Someone 
must speak on their behalf. They are the 
silent sufferers." 


He added, "These are the forgotten 


Americans left by the U. S. Department 
of State to rot and die in Communist cap- 
tivity." 


Lindstrom claims concessions made by 


the United States in returning the Pueblo 
crew to the states, and the apology to 
North Korea, is still being used in "all 
parts" of the world to make the United 
States a laughing stock. 


Although the return of the men was 


most important, there were other things 
that were also important, he said. The U. 
S. should not have "meted out" ransom 
demands or turned over the $200 million 
ship, one which was developed over 10 
years and was using new intelligence 
gear for the first time, he said. 


Lindstrom claimed the "reaction of 


weakness by the U.S. perpetuated addi- 
tional action against us." 


"The Communists always take advan- 


tage of weakness, but they respect pow- 
er. As we back away from Communism 
and sit at the peace table other fifth rate 
and 10th rate powers will align with the 
East and will incarcerate more military 
personnel, harass citizens, and confiscate 
U.S. property." 


LINDSTROM SAID, "I trust that you 


will have a heartfelt concern for these 
forgotten ones and do something to re- 
lieve their suffering. 


He said people could become informed, 


tell others about the "forgotten Ameri- 
cans," encourage them to write Washing- 
ton, and pray and read the Bible. 


Lindstrom claimed that President Nix- 


on pledged to provide new leadership to 
restore respect to the country, but this 
has not been done. 


"President Nixon said, 'America is a 


great nation. It is time we began to act 
like one around the world.' I love this 
country. I think the best starting place to 
do what Nixon said would be to protect 
the rights of Americans overseas who 
cannot cry out for themselves."

periencing some good business lately, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Berg Since March 1, the 
bureau has placed 
many 
lecturers 


around the township, speaking on such 
topics as drug abuse, the history of Roll- 
ing Meadows and family life in France. 


Requests for transportation is also run- 


ning high, she said 


Since the branch of the bureau was 


formed last October, it has been growing 
rapidly Headed by Mrs Burg of Pala- 
tine and Tammy Meade of Rolling Mead- 
ows, the bureau searches for people will- 
ing to volunteer their services to a com- 
munity project Then, it matches them 
up with the community need they could 
best help. 


Last January, the bureau trained coor- 


dinators for most public and parochial 
schools in the township to relay teacher's 
needs to the organization. Since March 1, 
business has begun to pick up to such a 
degree, the bureau now has a volunteer 
secretary assisting it. 


L O C A L ORGANIZATIONS being 


helped by the bureau include Little City, 
the Lutheran Home for the Aged, Ele- 
mentary School Dist IS, the Palatine 
Public Library, the Clearbrook School 
for the Retarded and the Palatine Town- 
ship Youth Committee. 


In addition to searching for an insect 


collection, the bureau also needs a tong- 
carrlaged manual typewriter, according 
to Mrs Burg If anyone has a typewriter, 
or a bur and butterfly collection, or just 
some time to donate to a community 
project, Mrs Burg said the bureau could 
use it

MRS. SCHANTA AND her husband are 


interested m the proposed bike path from 
the ecology angle She said if more 
people rode bicycles, they would get 
needed exercise while not polluting the 
air with an automobile. 


She liked the idea of other North- 


west suburban park districts eventually 
hooking up with the Palatine path, creat- 
ing a long, continuous path. 


To date, the Schanta's petition has only 


a dozen signatures with more coming 
over the weekend. 


Currently, the park board is looking for 


a way to finance the bike path. Last 
month, a grant application for $76,000 to 
build the path was rejected by the Bu- 
reau ef Outdoor Recreation. At present, 
the United States Department of Housing 
and Urban Development is considered as 
another source of grant money. 


If the park district cannot get a grant, 


director Rex McMorris said the board 
may consider holding a referendum. To 
build the entire path as planned, about 
$150,000 will have to be raised. 


BOTH CURTIS AND Mrs. Schanta said 


they would support a referendum if that 
was the only way to build the path. Cur- 
tis added that if a referendum were nec- 
essary, he would rather see the district 
ask for just enough to build the path 
without the extra frills 


Under current plans, the path will run 


eight and one half miles through the vil- 
lage from Palatine Road up Salt Creek, 
along the Commonwealth Edison right-of- 
way, through the Palatine Hills Golf 
Course to Dundee Road near Quentin. 
There will be several

bridges, rest spots and drinking foun- 
tains along the path,

Flood Prevention Work Scheduled To Start Soon 


IT ONLY TOOK workmen a few hours to demolish the 
fire-gutted remains of Schoppe's General Stor* — in 
busints sfrom 1892 to 1967. When an early morning fire 
took the building and nearly $50,000 worth of inventory 
last November, it was known as 26 North, a mod variety 


shop. Although Mr. and Mrs. Gil Bowen, owners, are 
unsure about their plans for rebuilding, the young and 


old in Palatine will miss the village landmark now lev- 
eled at the corner of Slade and Brockway streets. 


Workmen should be on the job shortly 


to reduce the threat of spring flooding 
which Salt Creek now poses for Winston 
Park homeowners, state officials say 


John Guillou, head of the Illinois Divi- 


sion of Waterways, said a remedy for 
flood-plagued residents should be under 
way before May 


He said the present and inadequate 


culvert for Salt Creek beneath the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry tracks will 
be replaced by a twin-chambered 10-foot 
by 13-foot culvrt. 


The existing culvert which the railroad 


built around the turn of the century, has 
recurrently acted as a dam during flood 
times. It has caused the creek to back up 
through Winston Park, flooding countless 
basements and garages 


OFFICIALS WILL complete their final 


review of plans for the project tomor- 
row and open bids in Springfield on April 
13, Guillou said. 


By April 19 the contract will be 


awarded and work on the new culvert 
should begin before May. 


"We hope to squeeze a week out of this 


schedule, and I think we'll be able to do 
it," Guillou said. 


Asked if the new culvert will solve the 


problem, Guillou said the majority of the 
flood conditions will be alleviated and 
added, "I think residents will be amazed, 
really amazed at the difference." 


Guillou said two things will be done to 


curb early spring flooding First, the con- 
tractor will take steps before the culvert 
is complete to provide for partial relief 
Second, the state is now investigating the 
possibility of using the Twin Lakes north 
of Rt. 53 as storage basins with regu- 
latory pumps in them 


THE SECOND suggestion was made 


by a resident when Guillou spoke before 
Winston Park residents several weeks 
ago 


At that time, a letter from Gov. Rich- 


ard B Ogilvie was also presented which 
stated an early solution to the culvert 
problem was in the making. 


Previously, the homeowners had peti- 


tioned Gov Ogilvie, asking for aid. 


The work will be done with funds from 


a $650,000 state appropriation. Guillou 
said Illinois law requires this money to 
be expended by one year after the appro- 
priation was made, which means all 
work on the culvert must be finished by 
September 20 of this year. 


He added that he hoped to visit Pala- 


tine with other Division of Waterways of- 
ficials this Friday to survey the potential 
site for a storage basin for Salt Creek 
flood water, at Twin Lakes.

He is a 
former employe of the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. believed to have tak- 
en the switching engine on a "malice 
ride," railroad spokesmen said. 


The suspect is reported to have been 


fired after he took a train for a joy ride 
last year 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation, 


and the C&NW property protection au- 
thority are seeking the person respon- 
sible for the crash with the assistance of 
police in Palatine and Lake Geneva.

The qualifying rate for state aid for 


unit districts is $1 OB per $100 assessed 
valuation For dual districts, it s $1 80, or 
90 cents for each Since less funds are 
provided by the state local taxpayers in 
a dual district end up meeting more of 
the expenses for operation of the schools 
than do taxpayers within a unit district 


Although dual districts have an advan- 


tage over units districts in bonding pow- 
er the disparity in state aid provided per 
student Is often great and places a finan- 
cial burden on local taxpayers 


And this is what dual district repre- 


sentatives in Cook County are trying to

Since all schools in Cook County are part 
of the dual district system, with the ex- 
ception of Chicago schools and schools in 
Elmwood Park, equalizing the state aid 
formula for dual and unit districts will 
bring out interests of factions from the 
two ends of the state 


At the meeting last week, Clabaugh 


told local school administrators he antici- 
pates all schools within the state going to 
a unit district system within five years 
When that happens, finances would be- 
come equalized but what happens to 
dual districts, like Dists IS and 211, in 
the meantime' 


UNDER THE EQUALIZED state aid 


formula being presented for legislative 
consideration Dist 15 would receive ap- 
proximately $T39 000 more in state funds

Track Construction Begins 


Construction work on three new barns 


and relocation of the paddock at Arlington 
Park race track was started last week, 
according to Chicago Thoroughbred En- 
terprises, which owns both Arlington and 
Washington parks 


The work is part of a $1 million con 


struction program planned for the two 
tracks this year 


John F Loome, president of CTE, said 


each of the new, fireproof barns will pro- 
vide stalls for 112 horses each and will 
include 16 tack rooms and eight feed 
rooms The concrete barns will also have 
two-story living quarters at each end 
with 19 rooms for stable personnel and 


toilet and shower facilities 


Loome said the addition of the 342 


stalls, expected to be completed within 
the next two months, will give Arlington 
Park the largest "backstretch" m the 
country, with 2,500 stalls 


The paddock will be moved back about 


100 feet from its present location near 
the track building to provide a sod walk- 
ing area so racing fans can easily view 
the horses 


The relocation of the paddock is ex- 


pected to be completed by the time the 
Chicago thoroughbred racing 
season 


opens at the park April 17 for 110 days of 
racing 


Prior to awarding racing dates for the 


coming season, the Illinois Racing Board 
in November attacked most Illinois tracks 
for what the board called "substandard ' 
living conditions in the 
backstretch 


areas 


At that time Loome told the board he 


would guarantee the replacement of ev- 
ery barn at the two tracks with concrete, 
fireproof barns within the next five years 
and possibly within three years 


Loome told the commissioners that the 


CTE board of directors had approved the 
expenditure of $1 million for the rehabili- 
tation program which began last week 


Lindstrom: POWs Will Never Be Free 


"I am convinced that most of our 


POW's in Indo-Cluna will never see the 
light of freedom again," the Rev Paul 
Lmdstrom told the Elk Grove Village Ki- 
wanis Club yesterday 


Lmdstrom urged Kiwanis members to 


observe this week as National POW Con 
cern Week as declared by President Nix- 
on 


He said he was speaking "primarily to 


challenge them into action " 


As national chairman of the Remem- 


ber the Pueblo committee, the Prospect 
Heights minister said he believed "the 
government has vacillated in the last IS 
to 20 years in matters of importance such 
as Vietnam" He added that, "Vacil- 
lation or uncertainty as a course of ac- 
tion can never inspire men, and can nev- 
er lead to victory " 


Lmdstrom said, "I can't help thinking 


of the many U S citizens incarcerated 
in Communist prisons with their human 
rights violated As a Christian, I must 
have concern for these suffering ones 


"SCRIPTURE TELLS US we should 


share one anothers burdens Someone 
must speak on their behalf They are the 
silent sufferers " 


He added, "These are the forgotten 


Americans left by the U S Department 
of State to rot and die in Communist cap- 
tivity " 


Lindstrom claims concessions made by 


the United States in returning the Pueblo 
crew to the states, and the apology to 
North Korea, is still being used in "all 
parts" of the world to make the United 
States a laughing stock 


Although the return of the men was 


most important, there were other things 
that were also important, he said The U 
S should not have "meted out" ransom 
demands or turned over the $200 million 
ship, one which was developed over 10 
years and was using new intelligence 
gear for the first time, he said 


Lindstrom claimed the "reaction of 


weakness by the U.S. perpetuated addi- 


tional action against us " 


"The Communists always take advan- 


tage of weakness, but they respect pow- 
er As we back away from Communism 
and sit at the peace table other fifth rate 
and 10th rate powers will align with the 
East and will incarcerate more military 
personnel, harass citizens', and confiscate 
U S property " 


LINDSTROM SAID, "I trust that you 


will have a heartfelt concern for these 
forgotten ones and do something to re- 
lieve their suffering 


He said people could become informed, 


tell others about the "forgotten Ameri- 
cans, ' encourage them to write Washing- 
ton, and pray and read the Bible 


Lindstrom claimed that President Nix- 


on pledged to provide new leadership to

Reconstruction 
Set This Year 


The long-awaited reconstruction of Al- 


gonquin Road through Rolling Meadows 
will begin this spring and should be com- 
pleted this year, according to Carl Ko- 
walski of the State of Illinois Bureau of 
Traffic 


Kowalskl announced his bureau's up- 


dated status report for area road im- 
provements at a luncheon meeting of the 
industrial division of the Rolling Mead- 
ows Chamber of Commerce last week. 


"All of Algonquin up tm Rte S3 is un- 


der contract," Kowalslri said. The two- 
lane highway will be made four lanes 
with • 16-foot median strip between the 
roads. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Police Traffic 


Supervisor Charles Smith was elated at 
the announcement of the road improve- 
ment and said "the department has been 
working on this since 1968." Smith said 
he considered the section of Algonquin 
Road in Rolling Meadows to be the most 
hazardous stretch of highway in the city 
and "was getting worse all the time." 
Smith cited chuck holes and narrow 
pavement a» traffic hazards. 


The busy and rough strip of two-lane 


highway was dropped from the plans of 


the Illinois Division of Highways in 1969. 
Village officials from Elk Grove and 
Rolling Meadows city officials differed 
on state priorities of road improvement 
in the area. Elk Grove favored improve- 
ments of Higgins Road (Rte. 72) before 
Algonquin. Road improvements on Hig- 
gins began last year. 


Kowalski also told the Chamber c* 


Commerce of updated plans for Golf 
Road in the city. He said the section of 
Golf Road from Algonquin to Meacham 
Road will be started this spring and will 
be open for traffic this year. Plans for 
reconstruction of Golf Road show a four- 
lane road from Algonquin to Rte. 53 near 
Western Electric. The section from 
Route 53 to Meacham Road near Wood- 
field Mall will be six lanes. 


THE GOLF ROAD project is scheduled 


to be completed in the spring of 1972, 
according to Kowalski. 


Another of the major highway im- 


provements this year will be work on the 
last section of the coast-to-coast Inter- 
state 90 between York Road and the 
Northwest Tollway. Kowalski said 1-90 
will be partially opened in December and 
will be completed in the spring of 1972.

In a special meeting Saturday, the 


Dist 15 board of education also author- 
ized procedure to purchase some three 
and one-half additional acres at the 
Smith Street site where construction of 
the Palatine Hills Junior High School will 
begin this summer. 


Acquisition of this land from Carl and 


Gertrude Bondeson will bring the total 
Dist 15 property at Smith Street to ap- 
proximately 19 acres.

The Rolling Meadow Park District 


board recently authorized the sale of a 
six-room frame house on Stork Court and 
one acre of land for $21,000 


The house has been used for several 


years as a residence for the director of 
parks and recreation. Current director 
Dean Hallerud has lived in the house 
with his family while serving as park di- 
rector. 


According to park board president Wil- 


liam Billings, the board decided to put 
the house up for sale because it repre- 
sents "excess property and we have no 
valid reason for keeping it anymore." 


When the house was purchased by the 


park district in 1965, it was used as an 
inducement in finding a park director 
"At that time, the park district didn't 
have enough money or a need for a pro- 
fessional park director," Billings said. 
"We felt we could offer a director a 
smaller salary and compensate by pro- 
viding him the house." 


As the park district has grown, how- 


ever, the need for a professional trained 
director has increased, and with it, the 
need to pay a professional scaled salary, 
he said. 


Before the house can be sold, the board 


must petition the Circuit Court of Cook 
County in accordance with state require- 


ments for authorization 


Billings said selling the house by first 


petitioning the court is a better method 
than public auction because it allows the 
park districts some control over the sell- 
ing price. 


Appraised at $21,000, the house is ex- 


pected to bring an income of $19,500 to 
the park district 


Before deciding to sell the house, the 


park board had considered moving the 
house to another location and using the 
land for park playground facilities

Except for schools in Cook County, the 


majority of elementary and high schools 
in the state are part of a unit district 
system in which grades one through 12 in 
a particular area are controlled by a 
single school board. More importantly 
for the operation of the schools, a unit 
district has a single tax rate applied to 
local residents. 


THE CHICAGO PUBLIC School sys- 


tem is ;\ perfect example of a unit dis- 
trict. On the other hand, Dist. 15 and 
Dist 
211 represent dual districts, each 


with its own school board and tax rate. 


The qualifying rate for state aid for 


unit districts is Sl.OB per $100 assessed 
valuation. For dual districts, it's $1.80, or 
90 cents for each. Since less funds are 
provided by the state, local taxpayers in 
a dual district end up meeting more of 
the expenses for operation of the schools 
than do taxpayers within a unit district 


Although dual districts have an advan- 


tage over units districts in bonding pow- 
er, the disparity in state aid provided per 
student Is often great and places a finan- 
cial burden on local taxpayers. 


And this Is what dual district repre- 


sentatives in Cook County are trying to

impress upon politicians like Clabaugh. 


Rather than being a matter of dollars 


and cents, dual-unit district financial 
equality is becoming a political issue- 
Since all schools in Cook County are part 
of the dual district system, with the ex- 
ception of Chicago schools and schools in 
Elmwood Park, equalizing the state aid 
formula for dual and unit districts will 
bring out interests of factions from the 
two ends of the state. 


At the meeting last week, Clabaugh 


told local school administrators he antici- 
pates all schools within the state going to 
a unit district system within five years. 
When that happens, finances would be- 
come equalized, but what happens to 
dual districts, like Dists. 15 and 211, in 
the meantime? 


UNDER THE EQUALIZED state aid 


formula being presented for legislative 
consideration, Dist. 15 would receive ap- 
proximately $339,000 more in state funds 
for the coming year. The following year, 
the district would receive about $624,000 
more than it is getting from the state 
now. 


It's the local taxpayers who are mak- 


ing up the difference while legislators ar- 
gue over whether dual districts, which 
happen to be in Cook County, are entitled 
to more state funds throuhg an equalized 
state aid formula. 


Downstate taxpayers don't provide 75 


per cent of the money paid on their an- 
nual tax bills to local school districts. 
Why should suburban residents?

Construction work on three new barns 


and relocation of the paddock at Arlington 
Park race track was started last week, 
according to Chicago Thoroughbred En- 
terprises, which owns both Arlington and 
Washington parks.

tracks this year. 


John F. Loome, president of CTE, said

100 feet from its present location near 
the track building to provide a sod walk- 
ing area so racing fans can easily view 
the horses. 


The relocation of the paddock is ex- 


pected to be completed by the time the

opens at the park April 17 for 110 days of 
racing. 


Prior to awarding racing dates for the 


coming season, the Illinois Racing Board 
in November attacked most Illinois tracks 
for what the board called "substandard" 
living conditions in the 
baekstretch 


areas. 


At that time Loome told the board he 


would guarantee the replacement of ev- 
ery barn at the two tracks with concrete, 
fireproof barns within the next five years 
and possibly within three years. 


Loome told the commissioners that the

As national chairman of the Remem- 


ber the Pueblo committee, the Prospect 
Heights minister said he believed "the 
government has vacillated in the last 15 
to 20 years in matters of importance such 
as Vietnam." He added that, "Vacil- 
lation or uncertainty as a course of ac- 
tion can never inspire men, and can nev- 
er lead to victory." 


Lindstrom said, "I can't help thinking 


of the many U. S. citizens incarcerated 
in Communist prisons with their human 
rights violated. As a Christian, I must 
have concern for these suffering ones. 


"SCRIPTURE TELLS us we should 


share one anothers burdens. Someone 
must speak on their behalf. They are the 
silent sufferers." 


He added, "These are the forgotten 


Americans left by the U. S. Department 
of State to rot and die in Communist cap- 
tivity." 


Lindstrom claims concessions made by 


the United States in returning the Pueblo 
crew to the states, and the apology to 
North Korea, is still being used in "all 
parts" of the world to make the United 
States a laughing stock. 


Although the return of the men was 


most important, there were other things 
that were also important, he said. The U. 
S. should not have "meted out" ransom 
demands or turned over the $200 million 
ship, one which was developed over 10 
years and was using new intelligence 
gear for the first time, he said.

Regarding the needs of our senior citi- 


zens. I believe the village can be in- 
strumental in assisting our retired resi- 
dents by endorsing a senior citizens' de- 
velopment In or near the center of town, 


where transportation and shopping is 
readily available. 


The village's participation can be in 


creating a special use zoning, one that 
will permit smaller dwelling units while 
still maintaining our building code stan- 
dards and because of the availability of 
transportation and stores within walking 
distance, the need for parking require- 
ments can be reduced. By reducing park- 
ing requirements and dwelling unit sizes, 
the rental of these units can be less cost- 
ly to our senior citizens. 


Regarding our youth, I fully support 


special projects such as the drug abuse 
program, recognizing the problem has 
grown to epidemic proportions involving 
our families, police, gangs, schools, 
churches, etc. 


If nothing is done at the grass roots 


level, then Big Brother, Uncle Sam (fed- 
eral government and state government) 
will intercede Therefore, that means you 
and I, working together so social prob- 
lems do not control us, but rather 
through careful planning, we are better 
able to resolve these problems for the 
benefit of all. 


HENDRICKS 


The Mount Prospect Village Board has 


already appropriated money for the se- 
nior citizens of Mount Prospect. Mount 
Prospect has also a youth commission 
established to meet the needs of our 
youth. If there is one group of citizens in 
Mount Prospect that I would never want 
to get the feeling that they are a forgot- 
ten group, it is our senior citizens. These 
people deserve our limited aid. 


According to the 1970 United States 


census, there are 2,629 residents, 60 
years and over in Mount Prospect. This 
is 7.6 per cent of our total population.

Higher Standards Eyed 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


will probably require more complete 
treatment of effluent scheduled to be dis- 
charged into the Des Plaines River from 
a High.amd Park sewage plant, a board 
assistant said yesterday. 


George Sullivan, administrative assist- 


ant to the pollution board, said no deci- 
sion has been reached as yet on a 
request of two west Cook County suburbs 
to require added treatment, but board 
members have indicated they will favor 
it. 


Franklin Park and Riverside have 


asked the board to require tertiary or 
third-stage sewage treatment from the 
Highland Park plant, which is being ex- 
panded by the North Shore Sanitary Dis- 
trict (NSSD.) 


At present, only secondary treatment 


is planned for the Clavey Road plant in 
Highland Park, which is scheduled to be 
discharging about 18 million gallons of 
effluent per day into the Des Plaines 
River by 1990, according to the NSSD. 


The pollution board, which held three 


hearings last month on the proposal by 
the two suburbs, will probably announce 
its decision sometime next month, Sulli- 
van said. 


Sea Scout Group

The NSSD, which currently makes no 


discharges into the Des Plaines River, 
plans to release a total of more than 50 
million gallons of effluent daily into the 
river by 1990, according to Raymond An- 
derson, NSSD general manager. 


The Lake County sanitary district is 


under orders from federal and state au- 
thorities to end its current discharges 
into Lake Michigan. 


In addition to the expanding Highland 


Park plant, the NSSD plans to build a 
new plant at Gurnee and expand a 
Waukegan plant. The latter two facilities 
are scheduled to provide tertiary treat- 
ment. 


At the three hearings last month, more 


than 30 witnesses urged more complete 
treatment for the Clavey Road plant's 
planned discharges. An NSSD consultant 
said the cost of adding third-stage treat- 
ment to the plant would be an extra $8 
million. 


Matthew Riddell, engineering con- 


sultant, told the pollution board hearing, 
however, that the net cost of the added 
treatment could be reduced to $2 million 
if the Clavey Road discharges were di- 
verted into the Skokie River instead of 
the Des Plaines River. 


THE REDUCED COST would come 


from a $6 million saving in the cost of 
pumping stations and pipelines, he said. 


Sullivan yesterday told the Herald that 


the pollution board is also scheduled to 
rule next month on several citizen com- 
plaints against the NSSD. He said the 
board is considering whether the NSSD 
should be ordered to make additional 
c h a r g e s (surcharges) for industrial 
plants or to increase sewer connection 
fees. 


Also, he said, the board is reviewing 


the NSSD's program for ending Lake 
Michigan discharges and will decide 
what steps, if any, should be taken to 


prevent further lake pollution until the 
Gurnee and Clavey Road plants are com- 
pleted. 


The board will meet March 31 at 10 


a.m. at the Waukegan Public Library to 
discuss the NSSD, said Sullivan. The de- 
cision on third-stage treatment for the 
Clavey Road plant will probably come 
either April 14 at 
a meeting 
in 


Champaign or April 28 in Rockford, he 
said.

Retention Basin 
Behind Schedule; 
Maybe Next Year? 


The retention basin on the 23-acre West 


Park site in Mount Prospect may not be 
finished this summer as planned. 


Mount Prospect park district officials 


will meet with the Mount Prospect vil- 
lage board, village engineer and repre- 
sentatives of the Rock Road Construction 
Co. to discuss an extension the company 
has requested. Rock Road has asked the 
village board, (the village and the park 
district own the site), for an extension 
until 1972 to finish the almost 2-ac^e ba- 
sin. No action will be taken by the vil- 
lage board on the request until after the 
meeting. The basin is being built on the 
property to alleviate flooding problems 
in the area. 


"We're anxious to get in over there," 


said Tom Cooper, park director. He said 
the park district does not want to wait 
another year on its plans to build tennis 
courts, a baseball and Softball field and a 
sled hill on the site at Golf and Busse 
Roads. 


"WE WANT TO GET some benefit out 


of the site sooner than 1972," said Cooper 
who hopes the meeting will be held with- 
in the next week. 


Originally the retention basin, which is 


owned by the village and will be main- 
tained by the park district, was sched- 
uled for completion this year. After ex- 
cavation. Cooper said the park district 
will seed and landscape the lake. Last 
year the park district purchased 14 acres 
of the site for approximately $326,000 and 
has leased an adjacent nine-acre strip 
from the village until it is nei-ded for 
municipal development. 


Rock Road began excavation on the 


basin last year and is "not even half fin- 
ished," according to Village Engineer 
Bill McManamon. 


THE COMPANY IS asking for an ex- 


tension because of "the unfortunate de- 
velopments which occurred during the 
1970 construction season," according to 
John Leverenz, vice-president of con- 
struction. Leverenz said weather delayed 
the project because "we had the wettest 
year in the history of Chicagoland" and 
that about 30 days was lost "at a peak 


production time" because of equipment 
operators' strikes and lockouts. He said 
"it is impossible" to complete the basin 
this year. 


"As soon as we get some decent weath- 


er we can finish up the eastern half of 
the basin this spring," Leverenz said. 
McManamon said excavation probably 
won't start up again until May. 


Cooper said if the eastern part is fin- 


ished the park district could at least 
start seeding and landscaping that half 
of the retention basin. 


Money for the purchase of the West 


Park site from a $2.4 million park dis- 
trict bond issue passed in February 1969. 
Controversy arose over the site because 
owner and local builder Salvatore Di- 
Mucci said he would not sell the tract 
until the village board rezoned an adja- 
cent five-acre parcel for apartments. Di- 
Mucci finally agreed to sell the entire 
site to the village and park district.

So Now Panczyk Runs For Board 
Teacher: 'I Wasn't Contributing9 


(Editor's note: Today begins a series 


of interviews with the (our Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57 school board candidates.)

Ken Panczyk left Mount Prospect 


School Dist. 57 as a teacher. He wants to 
return as a school board member. 


He resigned his position as a sixth 


grade science teacher at Lions Park 
School to teach junior high in Niles Dist. 
63. "I felt sort of a loss after I left," 
Panczyk said. "I felt I wasn't contrib- 
uting anything anymore." 


But he wants to change that feeling. 


That's why he's one of the four caucus- 
endorsed candidates vying for the two 
board seats in the April 10 elections. 


Panczyk. 509 S. Albert St., thinks he 


can contribute as a board member and 
contribute more because he spends so 
much time in the classroom. "I think I 
understand kids," said the teacher who's 
been teaching them for eight years.

Armed Robbery Is Investigated 


Cook County Sheriff's Police are in- 


vestigating a Sunday armed robbery of a 
service station at River and Foundry 
roads in unincorporated Mount Prospect. 


Emil Jenson. station owner, reported 


$75 dollars was taken from the cash reg- 
ister during the holdup. 


"I was at the station at approximately 


8:30 p.m. filling up my car, when two 
men drove up. One man went to the men's 
room while the other used the office 
phone." said Jenson. "I left the station 
for 20 m mutes to get the station front 
door key. 


"After I left, the man on the phone 


stuck something in the back of my as- 
sistant, Steve Wolftram, and told him to 
empty the cash register. The man then 
ordered him to lie face down in a back 
room. 


"As soon as Steve heard the door 


close, he ran out of the building and 
waved down a county police car that 
happened to be passing the station at 
that moment." 


Police said the two men were about six 


feet tall and between 19 and 21 years old. 


No one was injured during the hold 


up. Jenson said the two men apparently 
cut the station's telephone lines. 


"And I think I know what the teachers 
want and what they are trying to do." 


The candidate, 33, describes himself as 


"a talker," and it doesn't take more than 
a few minutes to find out he's pretty 
good at self-analysis. Because he's "a 
talker" he feels he can facilitate commu- 
nications among the board, the teachers 
and the community. 


IN A STRONG voice he tells you that 


because of his background her under- 
stands education — the kids and the 
teachers. Then he becomes thoughtful, 
furrows his brow and says he's also sen- 
sitive to the community because he has 
to pay the same taxes as other residents 
in the district. 


"I like to have consensus," said Pan- 


czyk who is a leader of a science teach- 
ing team in Niles. "I like to give help 
and leadership but I get uncomfortable 
being authoritarian. I'm more of a leader 
than a boss." But Panczyk admits that if 
he can't get a consensus he'll do wat eh 
wants to do. 


A board member has to be "both a 


mouthpiece and a trustee," according to 
the candidate. "The community doesn't 
have to reelect you if they don't like 
you," he said. "But then again it's their 
schools — even if I think they're wrong." 


Teaching doesn't end at 3 p.m. for 


Panczyk. On Saturday mornings he vol- 
unteer teaches children how to use a mi- 
croscope at the Chicago Academy of Sci- 
ence. 


He's been a teacher in the Chicago 


schools and now wants to become a prin- 
cipal. But his mind is not always on edu- 
cation. He said he's a ham radio nut and 
with equipment in his home spends time 
talking to people all over the country. 
Then there's always his wife Carol and 
his two small children to break up the 
school book routine. 


HERE ARE SOME of his views of ma- 


jor issues in Dist. 57: 


On finances: 
"A balanced budget 


comes first. We cannot continue to have 
deficit spending, and the current deficit 
is really a salary deficit. I would vote to 
spend more money if the community 
wanted it but would rather attempt to 
keep spending at the same level. I 
wouldn't expect the public to pass a ref- 
erendum until the schools can show them 
what they have done. But if we needed 
money I would do a selling job to show it 
is needed to maintain what we had." 


On merit pay for teachers: "I favor it 


but would not force it on teachers. We 
could work it out co-operatively. Then we 
could identify top teachers. They would 
be evaluated by the principal because 
that's his job. Merit pay would probably 
improve instruction in the schools." 


On present board-teacher negotiations: 


"Teacher negotiations began in this 
country about 11 years ago. The teachers 


are well represented by the Illinois Edu- 
cation Association (IEA) as they should 
be. The board finds it difficult to be this 
well-versed. A professional negotiator is 
not necessarily bad as long as the money 
you pay him is reflected in a savings — 
or at least you break even." (The cur- 
rent board has hired a negotiator for 
$6000 to help settle the 1971-72 teacher 
contract.) 


On teachers' strikes: "Strikes are bad, 


and you should avoid them as much as 
you can. But, I would not avoid them at 
all costs. That's foolish because next 
year you would have to agree to any- 
thing they asked to avoid another. I 
would let the teachers out for a week or 
so if the district could still qualify for 
state aid, until the strike begins to be 
detrimental to the student — after about 
2 weeks. The strike should be ended 
when the loss in state aid is more than 
any increase the district would have to 
pay. But a court injunction is rough — it 
puts the law on the teachers and makes 
all unhappy." 


ON SHARED FACILITIES with paro- 


chial schools: "I would favor sharing fa- 
cilities only if the parochial schols would 
close down without the program, and an 
extra 1,000 kids would be dumped into 
this district. I wouldn't want to give to 
the parochial schools and take away 
from the public schools. I would favor it 
only as a last resort." 


On major future problems hi the dis- 


trict: "The major problem is the money 
problem. It will be at least as serious as 
it is this year, and I do not want to see 
deficit spending. Another will be teacher 
morale and public relations with the 
community. There is a need for more 
community support." 


'Leave The 
Park Out Of 


If: District 


The River Trails Park District asked 


the Cook County Circuit Court to with- 
draw its Woodland Trails Park from the 
proposed City of Prospect Heights. 


The park, on Euclid Avenue Just west 


of Wolf Road, is the only park district 
property included in the boundaries of 
the proposed city. 


The district's objection is one of five 


filed with the circuit court. The objec- 
tions will be reviewed, along with the in- 
corporation proposal, at a court hearing 
tomorrow. 


The petition calling for incorporation 


was filed by the leaders of the Prospect 
H e i g h t s Improvement Association 
(PHIA), which represents the "old 
town" area west of Wolf Road. The area 
that would be incorporated includes por- 
tions of Prospect Heights, unincorpo- 
rated Wheeling and unincorporated Ar- 
lington Heights. 


THE PARK DISTRICT objection to the 


incorporation proposal is based on an ef- 
fort to unify the district, according to 
Park Director Marvin Weiss. "We would 
like to have all of our parks in one mu- 
nicipality." 


"If the new town (eastern and southern 


Prospect Heights) residents succeed in 
their efforts to be annexed to the Village 
of Mount Prospect, all of our parks ex- 
cept Woodland Trails will be in the vil- 
lage. 


"Our objection is not political," said 


Weiss. "But it would be easier for us if 
all of our property was in one municipal- 
ity. Right now we are protected by two 
police departments and three fire depart- 
ments." 


The park commissioners voted to peti- 


tion to withdraw Woodland Trails park 
from the proposed city at a recent board 
meeting. However they agreed to not 
take a stand on the annexation proposal 
at this time. According to Commissioner 
Kenneth Rudnik, "we want to wait and 
see what the opinion of district residents 
is first. If they feel annexation is to the 
best advantage of the community, we 
would agree with them." 


IF THE ANNEXATION move is suc- 


cessful, "we would hope Woodland Trails 
park would also be annexed to the vil- 
lage," said Park Commissioner Patrick 
Link. 


Besides the park district, the villages 


of Arlington Heights and Wheeling have 
filed objections against the proposed city 
with the circuit court These objections 
claim the proposed city does not meet 
the requirements of state statutes. 


In addition, two groups of residents 


have filed objections. One group is com- 
prised of 16 landowners living b) open 
farmland west of Schoenbeck Road and 
north of Palatine Road in unincorporated 
Arlington Heights. The second group in- 
cludes residents living in 17 homes along 
a portion of Indigo Lane and Indigo 
Court in the Euclid Lake Association in 
Prospect Heights. Both groups want to 
be withdrawn from the boundaries of the 
proposed city.

Question: To whit extent should local 


gnvrrnmrnt be financially responsible 
for meeting the demand* of

groups" such M senior cltliens and 
youths? 


ANDERSON 


Regarding the needs of our senior citi- 


zens. I believe the village can be in- 
strumental in assisting our retired resi- 
dents by endorsing a senior citizens' de- 
velopment In or near the center of town, 


where transportation and shopping is 
readily available. 


The village's participation can be in 


creating a special use zoning, one that 
will permit smaller dwelling units while 
still maintaining our building code stan- 
dards and because of the availability of 
transportation and stores within walking 
distance, the need for parking require- 
ments can be reduced. By reducing park- 
ing requirements and dwelling unit sizes, 
the rental of these units can be less cost- 
ly to our senior citizens. 


Regarding our youth, I fully support 


special projects such as the drug abuse 
program, recognizing the problem has 
grown to epidemic proportions involving 
our families, police, gangs, schools, 
churches, etc. 


If nothing is done at the grass roots 


level, then Big Brother, Uncle Sam (fed- 
eral government and state government) 
will intercede. Therefore, that means you 
and I, working together so social prob- 
lems do not control us, but rather 
through careful planning, we are better 
able to resolve these problems for the 
benefit of all. 


HENDRICKS 


The Mount Prospect Village Board has 


already appropriated money for the se- 
nior citizens of Mount Prospect. Mount 
Prospect has also a youth commission 
established to meet the needs of our 
youth. If there is one group of citizens in 
Mount Prospect that I would never want 
to get the feeling that they are a forgot- 
ten group, it is our senior citizens. These 
people deserve our limited aid. 


According to the 1970 United States 


census, there are 2,629 residents, 60 
years and over in Mount Prospect. This 
is 7.6 per cent of our total population. 
Out of the 2,629 senior citizens, approxi- 
mately 300 are members of our local se- 
nior citizens group. If this group wants a 
place to meet in regularly, I feel that 
they can find this in the park district. 


These residents are paying taxes to 


both the village and the park district. 
Why duplicate services in two areas so 
as the result is twice as much taxes. I 
would be in favor of a program to reduce 
taxes for our senior citizens group be- 
cause they are on a limited, fixed in- 
come, 


One example of this will be as follows: 


as a trustee, I will introduce an ordi- 
nance to reduce the $10 fee for a vehicle 
Sticker to $1 for residents of Mount Pros- 
pect 62 years and over. I would also be 
in favor of exploring a program under 
which senior citizens could obtain subsi- 
dized, low-income housing similar to the 
beautiful development in Miles. Under 
this plan, Mount Prospect residents and 
their immediate family would have first 
choice to occupy, 


MONROE 


Government exists by majority will of 


those governed. This majority have at 
one time been youths and surely aspire 
to be senior citizens; therefore, a stage 
in our development cannot be construed 
as a "special interest" as would differ- 
ences in religion or political beliefs. The 
majority shares concerns for the rearing 
and education of youth as demonstrated 
in statutory provisions to raise taxes for 
public education and recreational needs. 


Tax benefits for senior citizens have 


long been written into federal and many 
state laws. Home-rule provisions may al- 
low local governments to extend tax ex- 


emptions. We can and should act now to 
provide forums under local government 
to aid groups to find solutions to their 
goals. 


NORRIS 


The ever-increasing cost of services 


needed by the residents in the areas of 
safety (fire and police) and public works 
leave little or no excess monies available 
for expenditures for "special groups." 


For this reason, I support cooperative 


efforts so as to give the most benefit with 
the least cost. The administration should 
cooperate with the park district, schools, 
churches and other civic groups in an 
all-out community effort to meet the 
needs of senior citizens, youths, boys 
baseball, football, etc. Duplication of ef- 
forts means duplication of costs and 
taxes. 


SCHOLTEN 


First, I feel very strongly that we must 


be doing something for these groups: one 
who has lived here and given of his tal- 
ents to foster the growth of the commu- 
nity and the other from which will 
emerge the leaders of tomorrow. Finan- 
cial assistance for any "special group" 


must be given careful consideration. 
What will the net result to the commu- 
nity be? Will it set a precedent? Does it 
allow for the participation of the entire 
community or a select few? 


Is it our program; one that has been 


fostered and developed by our citizens? 
What is the feeling of the community to- 
ward the program? When these and oth- 
er questions can be answered, and the 
need is determined, the question then be- 
comes one of amount. It has been said a 
"small honorarium" could be given, but 
doesn't this set as much precedence as 
any amount? I feel that these are issues 
be discussed logically and not heatedly to • 
arrive at a sound decision and one that 
benefits the entire community. 


Although financial assistance is not the 


only way to support these "special 
groups," but also through active partici- 
pation as leaders in the community to 
show that they are concerned about the ' 
needs of the village and really care.

For Sewage Treatment Here 
Higher Standards Eyed 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


will probably require more complete 
treatment of effluent scheduled to be dis- 
charged into the Des Plaines River from 
a High.amd Park sewage plant, a board 
assistant said yesterday. 


George Sullivan, administrative assist- 


ant to the pollution board, said no deci- 
sion has been reached as yet on a 
request of two west Cook County suburbs 
to require added treatment, but board 
members have indicated they will favor 
it. 


Franklin Park and Riverside have 


asked the board to require tertiary or 
third-stage sewage treatment from the 
Highland Park plant, which is being ex- 
panded by the North Shore Sanitary Dis- 
trict (NSSD.) 


At present, only secondary treatment 


is planned for the Clavey Road plant in 
Highland Park, which is scheduled to be 
discharging about 18 million gallons of 
effluent per day into the Des Plaines 
River by 1990, according to the NSSD. 


The pollution board, which held three 


hearings last month on the proposal by 
the two suburbs, will probably announce 
its decision sometime next month, Sulli- 
van said.

thorities to end its current discharges 
into Lake Michigan. 


In addition to the expanding Highland 


Park plant, the NSSD plans to build a 
new plant at Gurnee and expand a 
Waukegan plant. The latter two facilities 
are scheduled to provide tertiary treat- 
ment. 


At the three hearings last month, more 


than 30 witnesses urged more complete 
treatment for the Clavey Road plant's 
planned discharges. An NSSD consultant 
said the cost of adding third-stage treat- 
ment to the plant would be an extra $8 
million. 


Matthew 
Riddell, engineering con- 


sultant, told the pollution board hearing, 
however, that the net cost of the added 
treatment could be reduced to $2 million 
if the Clavey Road discharges were di- 
verted into the Skokie River instead of 
the Des Plaines River. 


THE REDUCED COST would come 


from a $6 million saving in the cost of 
pumping stations and pipelines, he said. 


Sullivan yesterday told the Herald that 


the pollution board is also scheduled to 
rule next month on several citizen com- 
plaints against the NSSD. He said the 
board is considering whether the NSSD 
should be ordered to make additional 
c h a r g e s (surcharges) for industrial 
plants or to increase sewer connection 
fees. 


Also, he said, the board is reviewing 


the NSSD's program for ending Lake 
Michigan discharges and will decide 
what steps, if any, should be taken to 


prevent further lake pollution until the 
Gurnee and Clavey Road plants are com- 
pleted. 


The board wilf meet March 31 at 10 


a.m. at the Waukegan Public Library to 
discuss the NSSD, said Sullivan. The de-

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As School Board Ponders Financial Woes 
Residents Urge: Freeze Teacher Pay 


The Board of Education of Arlington 


Heights School Dist. 25 received another 
financial body blow last night hearing a 
demand from taxpayers that they make 
no cuts in educational programs, but to 
freeze teacher salaries instead. 


Supt. Donald Strong told the board the 


state aid formula currently pending be- 
fore the General Assembly not only will 
fail to yield the amount of extra money 
anticipated, but will actually reduce 
Dist. 25's state aid by $126.679 next year. 


The district, in its budget estimates, 


had been assuming an 8 to 10 per cent 
increase in state aid for 1971-72. Because 
it will not get that increase the district is 
"actually $426,000 poorer than when we 
budgeted," Strong told the board. 


The budget figures assuming a state 


aid increase had indicated that the board 
needed to cut $900,000 over the next two 
years because a tax rate increase was 
rejected by voters March 13. 


IMMEDIATELY AFTER Strong's re- 


port to the board, James DeVuono, 12U 
N. Mitchell Ave., Arlington Heights, pre- 
sented a petition containing 233 signa- 
tures asking the board not cut any pro- 
grams in order to provide salary increas- 
es for teachers. 


Saying that he had voted against the 


tax increase, DeVuono added that voters 
paid increased taxes in the past to pay 
for teachers' salary increases but "now 
the people have met their responsi- 
bility." 


He said, "I did not vote for a cut in 


curriculum. We wish to keep that which 
we paid for. We paid for it once and we 
don't want to pay for it again." 


After the meeting, DeVuono said the 


petitions essentially asked the board to 
freeze teacher's salaries for two years. 


HE SAID HE AND friends collected 


the signatures during the weekend by 
c a n v a s s i n g "about seven or eight 
streets" in their neighborhood.

Actual average daily 
attendance has fallen below the esti- 
mates and $206,040 will be subtracted 
from next year's state aid to pay back 
the difference. 


Even though the final state aid formula 


probably won't be passed by the general 
assembly until June, he added, the board 
must make decisions now on the min- 
imum number of employes to be retained 
next year.

If the district rehires more teachers than 
it can pay for, Strong said, "we have no 
recourse under state law. If we under- 
hire we can always rehire at a later 
time."

The Arlington Heights Village Board- 


Plan Commission committee on low and 
moderate-income housing will meet April 
8 with representatives of various commu- 
nity organizations to study the need for 
such housing in the village. 


The committee, which met Saturday, 


scheduled the meeting for 8 p,m., in the 
conference room at the village hall, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


Joe Kesler, village planner, said yes- 


terday he is planning to invite Wheeling 
and Elk Grove township supervisors, all 


school district superintendents, and rep- 
resentatives of local industries, the Ar- 
lington Heights Clergy Fellowship and 
the Northwest Opportunity Center to par- 
ticipate in the discussion. Kesler said he 
will also seek representatives of local la- 
bor unions and black families to attend. 


DWIGHT WALTON, village trustee and 


a member of the committee, said a 
series of such discussions will be sched- 
uled to provide the committee with the 
opportunity to gain various opinions on 
the need or lack of need for low and 
moderate income housing. He said public 


hearings will be scheduled in the future 
to give village residents a chance to ex- 
press their views on the matter. 


At the beginning of Saturday's meet- 


ing, Kesler and Walton reported to the 
committee their findings of a "test-mar- 
keting" of a questionnaire designed to 
survey opinion on the controversial sub- 
ject. 


Walton said he and Kesler talked 


unofficially with representatives of two 
Arlington Heights firms regarding the 
questionnaire. The trustee said he came 
away with the general impression that 


the questionnaire was a good one and 
will provide meaningful answers to many 
questions. 


Walton said he and Kesler will contin- 


ue to test-market the questionnaire with 
three or four more area companies. He 
added that a finalized questionnaire will 
be sent to 100 village families on a ran- 
dom basis within the next two weeks. 


The trustee explained that if the return 


response to the survey is satisfactory, 
the committee will send the question- 
naire to virtually all Arlington Heights 
households and some of the surroun- 
ding unincorporated areas.

toilet and shower facilities. 


Loome said the addition of the 342 


stalls, expected to be completed within 
the next two months, will give Arlington 
Park the largest "backstretch" in the 
country, with 2,500 stalls. 


The paddock will be moved back about 


100 feet from its present location near 
the track building to provide a sod walk- 
ing area so racing fans can easily view 
the horses. 


The relocation of the paddock is ex- 


pected to be completed by the time the 
Chicago 
thoroughbred racing season 


opens at the park April 17 for 110 days of 
racing. 


Prior to awarding racing dates for the 


coming season, the Illinois Racing Board 
in November attacked most Illinois tracks 
for what the board called "substandard" 
living conditions in the 
backstretch 


areas. 


At that time Loome told the board he 


would guarantee the replacement of ev- 
ery barn at the two tracks with concrete, 
fireproof barns within the next five years 
and possibly within three years. 


Loome told the commissioners that the

At Community Action Program Meeting In April 
Unveil Master Drug Plan

A strategy to battle drug abuse in Ar- 


lington Heights will be presented to the 
public next month. 


A master plan of coordinated solutions 


will be presented at the meeting, which 
marks another step in the Community 
Action Program (CAP) started last fall. 


Residents have been invited to attend 


the April 8 meeting. The master plan will 
be presented beginning at 7:30 p.m. in 
the auditorium of John Mersey High 
School, 1900 E. Thomas St., Arlington 
Heights. 


Also at the meeting, a coordinator of 


the master plan will be selected. This 
person will be responsible for working 
out the details of the plan with the vari- 
ous committees formed last fall. 


The committees include high school, 


junior high school and elementary school 
principals: elected leaders; real estate 
d e a l e r s ; clergymen: serive clubs; 
homeowners associations; parent-teacher 
organizations; special interest groups, 
students; lawyers and others. 


FOR 
SEVERAL 
months, groups 


throughout the village have been dis- 
cussing the drug problem, identifying 
factors that might cause drug abuse and 
working to coordinate a master plan to 
eliminate drug abuse from the village 
and bettering the overall mental health 
of the residents. 


Early this fall, the Village Board ap- 


proved an expenditure of not more than 
$9.000 for CAP if a grant was not re- 
ceived from the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission, The commission re- 
fused the village's application for funds. 


The program is coordinated by Robert 


Willford of Forest Hospital, a private 
psychiatric hospital in Des Plaines. Will- 
ford, a clinical psychologist, and other 
staff members have served as con- 
sultants on the program. 


At a meeting last week, committee 


chairmen presented 
ideas to be in- 


corporated in the master plan. 


The progression of steps leading to the 


master plan included a series of 17 meet- 
ings held in October by Village President 
Jack Walsh and Willford. Members of 
different groups were invited and a 
chairman was selected for each of the 
groups 


AT THE TIME. Willford explained, the 


village president's office was used to 
"ait across geographic and interest 
lines" and reach every type of organiza- 
tion in the village. By using each group's 
existing communication systems, 
the 


idea of the program was spread to many 
more residents. 


The principle behind CAP is the citi- 


zens of a community must be motivated 
to assume the responsibility of identi- 
fying the problems which cause drug 
abuse The principle also assumes that if 
resident1) also participate in the planning 
of solutions tn eliminate the problem, 
then those residents will be much more 
interested in seeing the programs work. 
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Following the October meetings, vari- 


ous groups began sponsoring discussions, 
talking to members of the groups and 
using other methods to determine what 
causes drug abuse. 


In November, a mass meeting was 


held at St. Viator High School in Arling- 
ton Heights. This meeting brought to- 
gether representatives from 
all the 


groups and included small discussions. 


In December, committee chairmen 


agreed on 36 problems in Arlington 
Heights which lead to drug abuse. This 
list included lack of facilities for youths 
who get into legal trouble, lack of places 
for youths to gather, lack of a voice for 
youths, in what happens in their schools 
and local government, lack of under- 
standing between youths and parents and 
youths and police; lack of good drug in- 
formation for adults, and other prob- 
lems. 


AT THIS TIME, committee chairmen 


accepted specific problems as the re- 
sponsibility of their group and started 
working on solutions of the problems. 


As another part of CAP, an all-day 


seminar was held at Forest Hospital in 


January. In mid-February, the com- 
mittee chairmen held a meeting and pre- 
sented various proposals for trying to 
solve the 36 problems. 


These proposals included a "hot-line" 


for emergency help for youths in trouble; 
social workers to work mainly with 
youths; a special youth center for junior 
high school students; a "crisis center" 
offering help to troubled youths; educa- 
tional programs for children and adults; 
and a youth center. 


Also proposed were creation of a spe- 


cial advisory group on youth problems to 
provide information to governmental 
bodies; programs to promote commu- 
Tiication between adults and youth; stu- 
dent-faculty committees in the high 
schools; youth employment service; and 
a legal referral service. 


Last week, the chairmen met again to 


further coordinate the suggested solu- 
tions. 


Walsh has asked all interested citizens 


to attend the April meeting. He said, "If 
you decide to do something, you can get 
it done. If you're not interested, there's 
no chance."

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 


was namod to the board of directors of 
the National League of Cities, which rep- 
resent more than 14,000 municipalities 
throughout the nation, it was announced 
yesterday in Washington 


Behrel, former president of the Illinois 


Municipal League, joins 34 other mayors 
on the board from such cities as Cleve- 
land, Houston, Baltimore, San Diego, 
Detroit. Newark and Milwaukee. 


The Des Plaines mayor succeeds Park 


Forest Mayor B. G. Cunningham as the 
sole Illinois member of the National 
League of Cities' board of directors. Beh- 
rel is serving his fourth term as mayor 
of Des Plaines. 


Announcing Behrel's appointment, Na- 


tional League President Mayor Richard 
G Lugar of Indianapolis said "Mayor 
Behrel brings an outstanding background 
of knowledgeable municipal executive 
ability to our national board." 


STEVEN SARGENT, executive direc- 


tor of the Illinois Municipal League, said 
Illinois "is highly honored" in keeping 
the seat on the board of directors. Sar- 
gent praised Behrel "for his untiring ef- 
forts in solving the multiple problems 
facing municipal governments in Illi- 
nois " 


Behrel, who is attending the National 


League's Spring Congressional Confer- 
ence in Washington, yesterday said his 
appointment "is certainly quite an honor 
for me and I'm sure it's an honor for the 
City of Des Plaines." 


The mayor said he met yesterday with 


Sen. Charles Percy (R-IH.) and Cong. 
Harold R. Collier (R-10) in an effort to

resolve the city's dispute with the U.S. 
Census Bureau of over final 1970 census 
figures. 


THOSE FIGURES showed a population 


drop of 223 persons in Des Plaines be- 
tween 1968 and 1970. Behrel said prelimi- 
nary census figures indicating a 1970 
population of more than 59,000 are prob- 


ably closer to the truth than the final 
1970 figure of 57,239. 


Behrel plans to meet today with census 


bureau officials to find out the proce- 
dures for taking a new census in Des 
Plaines within the next few months. The 
mayor said he doesn't know yet whether 
the city would be required to pay the 
estimated $14,000 cost of financing a spe- 
cial head count. 


According to Behrel, the fact that the 


census was conducted for the first time 
by mail might have contributed to what 
he feels was an undercount of about 2,000 
persons. The loss of 2,000 residents could 
cost the city more than $30,000 a year in 
state income tax and motor fuel tax re- 
bates, he said. 


BEHREL, WHO is one of two full-time 


suburban Cook County mayors, is a 
member of the Illinois Municipal Prob- 
lems Commission, former president of 
the Northwest Municipal Conference, 
past president of the Governor's Council 
for the Employment of the Chicago Area 
Transportation Study, a state planning 
agency. 


A former Des Plaines alderman, Beh- 


rel was first elected mayor in 1957 and 
has served almost 10 years as the city's 
full-time chief executive. He was first 
elected alderman in 1949. 


The National League of Cities repre- 


sents 14,833 U.S. municipalities from the 
50 states and Puerto Rico. In addition to 
Mayor Lugar of Indianapolis, other Na- 
tional League officers also serving on the 
board of directors include Mayor Carl 
Stokes of Cleveland and Mayor Louis 
Welch of Houston. 


Library For TV Generation

A lecture is being repeated — for an 


audience of one. 


The lecture has been recorded. An 


Oak tin Community College student lis- 
tens through earphones as the machinery 
of a cassette tape recorder 
whirrs 


around. 


One day that student might be able to 


hear recordings of all the lectures of a 
course. And he might be able to view his 
teacher's classroom demonstrations on a 
television screen, through use of video 
tape recordings. 


Tape recordings, video tapes, photo 


tapes of magazines and newspapers, ref- 
erence books and encyclopedias, paper- 
back books and study carrels are part of 
the library at the new junior college 
which serves Des Plaines residents. 


The new library is being designed for 


the "television generation," according to 
Oakton officials. It is not going to be a 
library that just sttores books. The li- 
brary's collection of books and teaching 
aids are being selected to serve course 
needs, to be appropriate to what students 
want, they said. 


The library now has about 3,200 books, 


according to Joseph 
Borowski, who 


heads the Oakton library. 


Shelves recently were installed in the 


library, which is in the back half of the 
student center, at the interim campus in 
Morton Grove. Sixty carrels have been 
set up to allow students to study by 


themselves. These carrels have been 
electrically wired so students can use 
cassette recorders or other electronic 
study aids 


The basic library collection contains 


about 1,500 books recommended by a na- 
tional library association, with the ad- 
vice of scholars anl professors, who are 
experts in history, political science, an- 
thropology, literature, psychology and 
other sciences. 


Other books are selected from sugges- 


tions by national library organizations, 
and through suggestions with Oakton fac- 
ulty administration and students, Stewart 
said. 


Books are selected to reflect every pos- 


sible point of view, Borowski said. Like 
the national library organizations, Bo- 
rowski feels that censorship is wrong, 
and people ought to be allowed to read 
what they wish. 


The paperback section, with about 300 


fiction and non-fictional works on a wide 
range of subjects, has been popular with 
students, Stewart said. 


The library also has a special section 


where students can trade paperbacks 
they own. for other paperbacks. 


But like most of the present gener- 


ation, Oakton students have been raised 
on television, and they don't use books as 
much as former generations to gain un- 


derstanding and knowledge, the library 
officials said. 


They are more aware of what is hap- 


pening in the world, but they often are 
learning these things through television 
and movies. 


The library officials are working with 


teachers to provide the electronic teach- 
ing aids which educators have found 
most effective for the present generation. 


Teachers at Oaktnn are developing 


courses which can be taught solely 
through lectures, according to Mrs. Lynn 
Fuhrmark, audio-visual clerk at the li- 
brary. In some cases, tests may be 
graded by computers, she said. 


With this method, teachers are free to 


give individual help to students, without 
having to endlessly repeat themselves in 
lectures, she said, adding students can 
work at their own speed, listening to lec- 
tures until they have mastered the re- 
quired concepts. 


The library is hoping to have a video 


tape studio in the future to record class- 
room instruction and demonstrations. A 
file of photographic slides, which can be 
used in classwork, is being organized. 


Also in the future, Borowski said, Oak- 


ton may have as many as 40,000 books. 
And as a research and study aid, photo 
tape files of magazines and newspapers 
may be purchased, he said. 


THE CASSETTE TAPE recorder has 
become an important teaching and 
learning aid at Oakton Community 


College for math teacher Carol Mur- 
phy and student Judee Peterson of 
Des Plaines. 


Kindergarten Sign-Ups Under Way 


Initial enrollment of children who will 


enter kindergarten in September is being 
conducted in Des Plaines elementary 
school Dist. 62. 


Forms for completing the first step in 


the enrollment of students are available 
in the principal's office of each of the 
district's elementary buildings, as well 
as £rom the administration center, 777 
Algonquin Rd. 


Parents of children who have not at- 


tended kindergarten but are eligible for 
first grade in September are also re- 
quested to contact the schools. 


The board of education established the 


following rule pertaining to the age re- 
quirement for kindergarten and first 
grade eligibility. 


— A child who observes his fifth birth- 


day anniversary on or before Dec. 1, 
1971, may enter kindergarten. 


— A child who observes his sixth birth- 


day anniversary on or before Dec. 1, 
1971, is eligible to enter first grade. No 
exceptions are made to this policy. 


An official record of birth from the 


hospital, city, state or the county clerk 
must be presented before a child can en- 
ter kindergarten in September. The state 
and the board of education also require 
that >;very child entering school for the 
first time have a physical examination, 
i n c l u d i n g 
immunizations against 


measles, smallpox, tetanus, diphtheria, 
poliomyelitis, and pertussis. 


A dental examination is urged. 
Following the receipt of initial enroll- 


ment information, parents will receive a 
mailing from their child's school. Includ- 
ed in the packet of information will be a 
kindergarten handbook, a physical exam- 
ination form and a dental examination 
form.

Pollution Unit 
May Tighten 
Sewage Law 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


will probably require more complete 
treatment of effluent scheduled to be dis- 
charged into the Des Plaines River from 
a High,amd Park sewage plant, a board 
assistant said yesterday. 


George Sullivan, administrative assist- 


ant to the pollution board, said no deci- 
sion has been reached as yet on a 
request of two west Cook County suburbs 
to require added treatment, but board 
members have indicated they will favor 
it. 


Franklin Park and Riverside have 


asked the board to require tertiary or 
third-stage sewage treatment from the 
Highland Park plant, which is being ex- 
panded by the North Shore Sanitary Dis- 
trict (NSSD.) 


At present, only secondary treatment 


is planned for the Clavey Road plant hi 
Highland Park, which is scheduled to be 
discharging about 18 million gallons of 
effluent per day into the Des Plaines 
River by 1990, according to the NSSD. 


The pollution board, which held three 


hearings last month on the proposal by 
the two suburbs, will probably announce 
its decision sometime next month, Sulli- 
van said. 


"THE BOARD HASNT decided on it 


yet, but from the way I read the feelings 
of the board members, they will prob- 
ably vote to require tertiary treatment," 
he said. 


The NSSD, which currently makes no 


discharges into the Des Plaines River, 
plans to release a total of more than 50 
million gallons of effluent daily into the 
river by 1990, according to Raymond An- 
derson, NSSD general manager. 


The Lake County sanitary district is 


under orders from federal and state au- 
thorities to end its current discharges 
into Lake Michigan. 


In addition to the expanding Highland 


Park plant, the NSSD plans to build a 
new plant at Gurnee and expand a 
Waukegan plant. The latter two facilities 
are scheduled to provide tertiary treat- 
ment. 


At the three hearings last month, more 


than 30 witnesses urged more complete 
treatment for the Clavey Road plant's 
planned discharges. An NSSD consultant 
said the cost of adding third-stage treat- 
ment to the plant would be an extra $8 
million. 


Matthew Riddell, engineering con- 


sultant, told the pollution board hearing, 
however, that the net cost of the added 
treatment could be reduced to $2 million 
if the Clavey Road discharges were di- 
verted into the Skokie River instead of 
the Des Plaines River. 


THE REDUCED COST would come 


from a $6 million saving in the cost of 
pumping stations and pipelines, he said. 


Sullivan yesterday told the Herald that 


the pollution board is also scheduled to 
rule next month on several citizen com- 
plaints against the NSSD. He said the 
board is considering whether the NSSD 
should be ordered to make additional 
c h a r g e s (surcharges) for industrial 
plants or to increase sewer connection 
fees. 


Also, he said, the board is reviewing 


the NSSD's program for ending Lake 
Michigan discharges and will decide 
what steps, if any, should be taken to 
prevent further lake pollution until the 
Gurnee and Clavey Road plants are com- 
pleted.

Couple Sues Suburban Real Estate Brokers 


by LEA TONKIN 


More than 200 Northwest suburban real 


estate brokers are named as defendants 
in what is believed to be the first suit 
brought in Illinois, by private citizens. 
against real estate agents under federal 
anti-trust laws. 


The class action suit was filed by Lil- 


lian and Edward Mazur, former Pros- 
pect Heights residents who now live in 
Kentucky. The Mazurs sold their home at 
!!2 N. Lee St last November for $49.500. 


The house was sold for a seven per 


cent commission of $3.465 by Home- 
finders Realtors of Arlington Heights. Of- 
ficials of that firm listed in the suit are 
Jan Behrens. Ralph Edgar. H David 
Hanner and Robert Zaun. (However, the 
names of the defendants were taken 
from a listing that may now be out of 
date.) 


AS A KESULT of this transaction, the 


brokers are being charged with violation 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. This is in 
connection with the commission hike 
from 6 to 7 per cent one year ago. when 
real estate brokers cited inflation as the 
prime reason for the change This in- 
crease boosted the commission on a 
$35,000 house, for example, from $2.100 
to $2,450. 


The Mazurs list four counts in the suit. 


Two counts claim violations of Section 1 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act Alterna- 
tive counts three and four are based on 
the pending jurisdiction of the court to 
hear claims under the Anti-Trust Act of 
the State of Illinois. 


In the first count, the Ma?urs claim 


that as of March 1, 1970, the real estate 
brokers cooperated in fixing the broker- 
age price at 7 per cent of the gross sales 
price. 


DESCRIBING their claim as typical of 


other sellers in this area, the Mazurs are 
making the charge on behalf of all other 
real estate sellers ' similarly situated." 
They state that separate prosecution by 
all these sellers would create inconsist- 
encies in making a fair judgment. 


The Northwest Suburban Board of 


Realtors (NWSBR) is named as a co-de- 
fendant This not-tor-profit trade associ- 
alion is the local branch of the National 
Association o! Kwl Estate Boards (NA- 
RKB). Other Northwest Suburban real 
estate firms arc jlso included 


The M37.11 rs estimate that over 1,000 


sellers m the area wore required to pay 
the 7 per cent commission They claim 
(hmaeos to the tune of .sflOO 000, for the 
denial ol their right to obtain real estate 
brokerage at a competitive price. This is 
three times the estimated difference be- 
tuei'n what the court judges to be a com- 
petitive market price and the actual rate 
charged 


THE SECOND charge is filed on behalf 


ot all sellers required to pay 7 per cent 
on the first $50.000 and 6 per cent on the 
remaining balance of the gross amount 
of real estate. MAP Multiple Listing Ser- 
vice, 
a 
not-for-orofil 
corporation, is 


named as defendant. 


MAI' includes :>n member firms. Its 64 


offices are located in Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights, Palatine, Elk Grove 
Village, Prospect Heights, Schaumburg, 


Hoffman Estates, Rolling Meadows, Buf- 
falo Grove and Wheeling. The same area 
is generally served by NWSBR, in addi- 
tion to Des Plaines, Park Ridge, Long 
Grove and Niles. MAP's monthly sales 
are over $11.5 million, but exact NWSBR 
figures are not available. 


Charging that MAP's cooperative real 


estate listing service fixes the brokerage 
commission for its listings, the Mazurs 
claim that MAP enforced it by boycott- 
ing its members who did not comply. 
The suit asks for triple the amount of 
damages sustained. 


THE THIRD AND fourth counts also 


name members of NWSBR and MAP as 
defendants. The suit claims that broker- 
age rates were fixed in violation of the 
Anti-Trust Act of the State of Illinois. 


No comment was available from either 


NWSBR president Kenneth Gusnteens or 
Edward Busse, MAP president. 


Since the case is considered complex, 


lawyers for the plaintiff and the defense 
cannot predict when, if ever, the case 
will come to trial. Charles Pressman, of 
Pressman & Hartunian, attorney for the 
Mazurs, said it would be at least a mat- 


ter of months before a trial date could be 
set. 


Jonathon P. Howe of Jenner and Block 


law firm, said some defendants have not 
yet been properly served with a sum- 
mons. His firm represents NWSBR and 
some of its members who are not mem- 
bers of MAP. Of those who have been 
served, some are filing a motion to dis- 
miss the case, Howe said. 


HOWE SAID HE believes this to be the 


first case in Illinois to be brought by a 
private citizen against Realtors and bro- 


kers under federal anti-trust laws. 


The outcome of the suit could range 


anywhere from dismissal to litigation ex- 
tending for several years, according to 
William North of the Chicago law firm of 
Kirkland, Ellis, Hodson. Chaffetz and 
Masters. His company represents many 
of MAP's members. 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


in Chicago, Anti-Trust Division, recently 
disclosed that an investigation of area 
real estate brokerage parctices is under 
way, 
but no details were released.

mettei has introduced in the Illinois 
House of Representatives a measure 
which could lead to the establishment of 
a major sports complex in the State of 
Illinois 


Puff commented, "It is very possible 


that such a sports complex could draw 
considerable revenue to Illinois if it were 
capable of attracting sports events of in- 
ternational interest, such as the World 
Olympics or the t'.S. Olympic Games. It 
is likely that additional revenues coulrl 
accrue to the State by leasing to major 
professional athletic enterprises and such 
a facility could also greatly enhance the 
important amateur athletic events in the 
Midwest Professional sports, while they 
have need for such a facility, have often 
not been nble to develop facilities for 
themselves and for the pulbic and clearly 
they will not take into consideration the 
benefits that could accrue to amateur 
sports " 


The measure calls for the creation of a 


commission to study the feasibility of 
such a sports complex and to report its 
findings early in 1973. 


An 
important 
consideration 
of

Commission 
would 
be 
to determine 


where such a complex should be located 


in the best interest of all of the people of 
Illinois. The Commission will consist of 
eight legislators and four public mem- 
bers selected on a bipartisan basis. It 
will also be assigned the task of studying 
the potential revenue that could be real- 
ized from the establishment of such a 
complex. 


"This is important," stated Represen- 


tative Duff, "because wUhout clear eco- 
nomic advantage to the State and to lo- 
cal governments, such a complex would 
necessarily be low in the priorities of the 
real needs of Illinois.

Harmon Stalks The Babe 


by BOB FOWLER 


ORLANDO, Fla. - (NEA) - It was 


the first day of spring training and Har- 
mon Killebrew reported to the Twins' 
camp in Orlando, Fla., weighing 210, four 
pounds less than at the end of the 1970 
season. "I'm in great shape, for the 
shape I'm in," he said. 


He is 34 years old, now. He is bald and 


his sideburns are almost completely 
gray. He is heavy set and, sitting on a 
metal folding chair in front of his club- 
house locker, he looked more like a 
coach. 


Stall, he is powerful and his knees 


aren't giving him pain. He indeed is in 
great shape for the start of his 15th full 
season in the major leagues. 


He Is in great shape in a non-physical 


sense, too. He is on the verge of becom- 
ing one of the greatest home-run hitters 
in baseball history, perhaps the greatest, 
but says he is unaware of it. 


His statistics are as impressive as one 


of his towering blasts over an outfield 
fence. He ranks second only to Babe 
Ruth as the most consistent home run 
hitter in history. He is the leading active 
slugger in the American League with 487 
homers and needs only seven more to 
pass Lou Gehrig and move into 10th 
place among the game's all-time home 
run hitters. 


Also within his reach this season are 


Ernie Banks (509), Mel Ott (511), Eddie 
Mathews <512) and Ted Williams (521). 
Should he have a very successful season 
and hit 50 homers for the first time in his 
career (he hit 49 twice and 48 once), he 
would pass Jimmie Foxx (534) and Mick- 


ey Mantle (536) and move into fourth 
place behind Ruth (714), Willie Mays 
(628) and Hank Aaron (592). 


He was asked if reaching 500 homers 


would have any special meaning. 


"No, 
not really," he said. "Oh, it will 


be nice to reach that figure, don't misun- 
derstand. But it's not something I've 
been aiming at for a long time." 


Then it was pointed out he needs seven 


homers to pass Gehrig. 


"I didn't know that," he said. "To tell 


you the truth, I couldn't tell you what 
place on the list I'm in, or who is ahead 
of me."

He remembers few of his homers. 
"I remember my first in the major 


leagues," he said. "It was in June, 1955, 
and it was in the old Griffith Stadium in 
Washington against Billy Hoeft of Det- 
roit. 


"I remember one in Detroit, too. I 


can't remember the year, but it was 
against Jim Sunning and it cleared the 
left-field roof." 


What Killebrew failed to mention was 


that he became the first man to ever 
clear that double-decked portion of Tiger 
Stadium. 


"I recall the two in All-Star games and 


the one in the World Series." he contin- 
ued. ''But none of the others stick out." 


With Mays and Banks reaching 40 and 


Aaron 37, the players with a chance to 
tie Ruth's 714 homers are running out of 
time. How much more time is there for 
Killebrew? 


"Why 
does everyone ask how much 


longer I'll play?" he asked. "It makes 
me feel old. 


"I think Aaron has the best chance to 


catch Ruth. To me, he is the best hitter 
in baseball today. He has a smooth swing 
and uses his wrists a lot. I think he'll be 
able to hit home runs for a long time." 


At age, 35, Ruth had 516 homers. Kill- 


ebrew won't be 35 until June 29. 


But after age 35, Ruth set quite a pace, 


hitting 198 until he retired at 40. 


It's one record Killebrew must think 


about, but he doesn't admit it. 


When Killebrew left the clubhouse, you 


could see the back of his shirt and the 
No. 3 on it. Ruth wore No. 3, too.

Join The Beautiful People

"Everyone wants to be beautiful," said 


Mrs John Hughes, and the women at- 
tending the first in a series of spring lec- 
tures presented by the Des Plaines Park 
District smiled in agreement. 


Marion Hughes, stylist, fashion coor- 


dinator, lecturer and former model asso- 
ciated with Patricia Stevens Modeling 
School for many years, was a living illus- 
tration of her own lecture — poised, well 
groomed and very attractive in her navy 
blue tunic pant suit, with red belt inset 
and 
stand-up collar, 
both 
liberally 


studded with silver nailheads. 


Her red patent snub-nosed shoes and 


short casual hair-do perfectly com- 
plemented the outfit, carrying out anoth- 
er Hughes maxim: good fashion is the 
complete package. 


"You cannot be well dressed if you are 


poorly groomed," she said. "Good fash- 
ion and good grooming go hand in hand." 


What is grooming? 
"HOW DO YOU LOOK in the morn- 


ing?" she asked. "What do your slippers 
look like? Do you dress to go to the 
store? Grooming is what you do every 
single day. It's attention to detail, it's 
make-up and posture and simple hair 
styles you can handle yourself." 


Mrs. Hughes advises women to stand 


in front of their mirrors, take their mea- 
surements and analyze their assets and 
faults. "Forget what you can't change. 
Concentrate on what you can," she ad- 
vises. 


If weight is a problem, don't follow a 


series of yo-yo fad diets — change your 
eating habits. Don't sit and nibble as you 
watch TV — give yourself a manicure 
instead. Two minutes of planned ex- 
ercises without fail each day are more 
valuable than a strenuous 
schedule 


which you can't continue. Soon you'll 
limber up and want to increase it to five 
minutes. 


WE CAN NO LONGER hide our fig- 


ures behind the loose silhouette, said 
Mrs. Hughes. The waistline has returned, 
and the belt with it. Clinging, close-to- 
the-body fabrics are in. 


The importance of posture cannot be 


over-emphasized, according to the for- 
mer model. "A size 18 or 20 figure with 
good posture looks far better than a 
slouching size 12," she said. 


"Everyone tends to be lopsided. For 


years, we carry books on one hip and 
lean that way. Then the books are re- 
placed by babies. We stand at the kitch- 
en sink, weight on one leg and hip pro- 
truding." 


With this, Mrs. Hughes asked all the 


women present to place one hand just 
below their bust and another at their 
waistline. If their hands overlapped or 
crowded each other, they were not sitting 
straight. 


No one was sitting straight. 


BUT POSTURES IMPROVED visibly 


from then on. 


Elaborating on fashion changes, Mrs. 


Hughes continued, "Fashion is big busi- 
ness. Changes in fashion are made — 


let's face it — to sell merchandise. 


"Look in your closet. Start with what 


you have. If you haven't worn something 
for three years, throw it away! If it 
doesn't flatter you, throw it away! I bet 
all of you have a closet full of clothes 
and nothing to wear." 


When choosing new outfits, she advises 


that you never shop with a friend. LOOK 
with a friend, if you like, but SHOP by 
yourself. When selecting colors, consider 
your skin tone, eyes, hair. Choose colors 
that flatter you. 


THERE ARE TWO cardinal rules to 


follow when choosing apparel, she said. 
The first is: never repeat, emphasize or 
call attention to an unflattering line. It is 
better to wear a $14.95 dress that fits and 
flatters your figure than a Dior gown 
that doesn't. 


The second is: remember that a 


change in fashion calls for a change in 
hair style, make-up and accessories. This 
is where most women make their mis- 
takes. 


"You can put good accessories, such as 


buttons or belts, on inexpensive clothes 
and make them look fabulous. You can 
take your old mini-dresses and turn them 
into tunic tops for pant suits. You can 
lower hems, add a belt. Being well 
dressed is a matter of good planning 
rathu- than spending a great deal of 
money," said Mrs. Hughes. 


"THE MIDI CAN ADD 10 pounds and 


10 years if it's not put together right," 
she said. "Shoes, hose, jewelry — all 


must flow together and complement each 
other." 


Mrs. Hughes explained one way to 


make a smart outfit that's really "in" 
today. Start with a below-the-knee split 
skirt. Buy a blouse or two to go with it. 
Next a wide belt, and finally clinging 
boots, high enough to meet the skirt. 


She pointed out that longer jackets are 


in, that blazers are back. Boots are now 
more apt to be cut out or have laces, or 
both. 


"Fashions also involve your person- 


ality," she said. "Some women love a 
high fashion look and can carry it off. 
Take hot pants, for example. Not every 
woman can wear them, and not just be- 
cause of figure problems. Personality is 
involved too." 


THE TREND IN MAKE-UP is toward 


the natural look. Though eyes are still a 
focal point, eye liner is on its way out. 
And paradoxically, the natural look with 
its gleamers, highlights and shadows, re- 
quires more make-up than ever. 


Her advice for all figure types, all 


sizes, is: Be conservative to begin. Start 
with what you have. You may not need a 
new wardrobe at all, just better posture. 
Be sure that you "feel good" in whatever 
you are wearing. Pay attention to groom- 
ing so that when you leave the mirror, 
you can forget it. 


Beauty involves planning and self-dis- 


cipline. But it also involves warmth and 
personality. Perhaps that's most impor- 
tant of all. 


Battle For Abortion Reform 


Opponents Win Latest Round

Opponents of abortion reform have 


won the latest round in the battle to 
change the Illinois abortion law. 


The House Judiciary Committee last 


week killed by a 12-6 vote a bill to permit 
abortions in licensed hospitals. 


Not completely satisfied with this vic- 


tory, Rep. Henry Hyde, It-Chicago, 
House majority leader and an abortion 
opponent, indicated he would press for a 
grand jury inquiry to identify known 
abortionists. 


Hyde directed his attack toward the 


Rev. E. Spencer Parsons, dean of the 
U n i v e r s i t y of Chicago's Rockefeller 
Chapel and head of the Clergy Con- 
sultation Service which has been coun- 
seling women seeking abortions. 


The Rev. Mr. Parsons had testified in

behalf of HB 43, the bill defeated in the 
Judiciary Committee. He told the com- 
mittee he knows 12 men and one woman 
who perform from one to five abortions a 
day and one Illinois doctor who has per- 
formed 20,000 abortions in his lifetime. 


"THAT IS A CASE of mass criminal- 


ity. Abortion is a felony with a one to 10- 
year sentence," Hyde told Paddock Pub- 
lications. He said he planned a dialogue 
and a formal appeal to State's Atty. Ed- 
ward Hanrahan to get a grand jury hear- 
ing. 


Supporters of abortion reform are not 


sitting idle, however. Barbara Mark- 
owitz, a spokesman for Illinois Citizens 
for Medical Control of Abortion, said the 
committee plans a strategy meeting with 
freshman Rep. Bruce Douglas, D.-Chi- 
cago, who has an abortion bill waiting. 


Majority leader Hyde scoffed at the 


possibility of further abortion law reform 
attempts in the current House session. A 
sympathizer of the Illinois Right To Life 
Committee, which has been active in op- 
posing abortion reform, Hyde was a 
member of the Judiciary Committee in 
the last General Assembly. 


"A bill of this type usually goes to this 


committee (Judiciary) first, although 
Douglas may try to get it before the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee where it might be 
more favorably received. The speaker of 
the House assigns the bills to committee, 
and the speaker (W. Robert Blair) is 
also opposed to liberalized abortion," 
Hyde said. 


ABORTION REFORMERS are taking 


another tack. Dr. Lonny Myers, out- 


spoken supporter of a liberalized abor- 
tion policy and member of the Illinois 
Citizens for Medical Control of Abortion, 
has quit her job at Michael Reese Hospi- 
tal to head the Midwest Population Cen- 
ter. That center had the first vasectomy 
performed there last Thursday. 


Responding to Hyde's push for a grand 


jury inquiry, Dr. Myers commented, 
"What's the big deal about naming 
names? The assumption is that if they 
know who the abortionists are, they will 
prosecute. If a woman can find an abor- 
tionist, so can the state's attorney." 


Meanwhile, both sides await a decision 


by the U.S. Supreme Court on the con- 
stitutionality of the Illinois statute of 1874 


which forbids abortion except to save a 
woman's life. 


THAT LAW HAS BEEN challenged by 


the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
was declared unconstitutional last July 
by Criminal Court Judge George Dolezal. 
On Jan. 29, 1971, a three-member panel 
of federal judges upheld the Dolezal deci- 
sion, and the first legal abortion in Illi- 
nois was performed at Grant Hospital in 
Chicago a few days later. 


Legal abortion was short-lived, how- 


ever, when Justice Thurgood Marshall 
ordered the law reinstated until the na- 
tion's highest court can make a final de- 
termination of its constitutionality.

Mrs. Knauer An Activist 
On Consumer Complaints

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
When irate 


women howled about shoddy pantyhose 
some months back, President Nixon's 
special assistant for consumer affairs 
bought a pair — her first — and in- 
vestigated. 


The printing on the package didn't give 


directions on donning the hose. Mrs. Vir- 
ginia H. Knauer learned by trial and er- 
ror that one puts pantyhose on both legs 
at one time — doing an unorthodox ballet 
during the error part 
of her 
in- 


vestigation. 


In the wearing she learned the com- 


plaints were valid. Mrs. Knauer added 
her voice softly to the howls needling the 
pantyhose industry in speeches. Soon, 
manufacturers of pantyhose were call- 
ing on her. 


Eventually the hosiery giants measured 


10,000 pairs of contemporary female legs 
and came up with more accurate specifi- 
cations for sizing, putting that informa- 
tion on packages. 


"WE GET FEWER complaints about 


pantyhose these days," Mrs. Knauer said 
in an interview. "I suppose women are 
buying more carefully, reading the new 
sizing information on packages." 


Complaints reach the nation's expert 


on consumer affairs by phone and letter 
— 400 phone calls and 7,000 letters a 
month. There has been a sevenfold in- 
crease in complaints since she stepped 


into her federal position nearly two years 
ago. 


The calls are bandied by Maurice Erk- 


kila. He has a gift for defusing people 
when they're "thoroughly outraged," ac- 
cording to Mrs. Knauer. Some of the cal- 
lers want Ralph Nader's number. 


When complaints cluster all of a sud- 


den, as they did some months ago about 
a defect in a new school bus, Mrs. 
Knauer doesn't wait to needle manufac- 
turers in a speech, her indirect way of 
getting action. 


"I CALLED THE PRESIDENT of Gen- 


eral Motors," she said. "They spot- 
checked, found the complaint was valid 
and recalled 4,200 busses. 


Mrs. Knauer, formerly director of the 


Pennsylvania Bureau of Consumer Pro- 
tection, believes consumer education is 
the answer to a better deal in the mar- 
ketplace. For the schools her department 
is distributing "Suggested Guidelines for 
Consumer Education, Grades 9-12." She 
hopes this blueprint will lead every 
school system to include consumer edu- 
cation within a few years. 


The department 
also is producing 


pamphlets for adults, cautioning about 
contracts, door to door salesmen, and the 
consumerwise modus operand! when buy- 
ing a car. Other pamphlets are in pro- 
duction and all come in English and 
Spanish editions. 


Several times over the years I've been 


moved to remark about the open-hearted 
sharing by American housewives when 
they read of other's problems 
and 


queries. It was never more evident than 
when Mrs. Ousley wondered about a 
Scotch cookie she remembered from her 
childhood. So many variants of the pat- 
tern flowed in, a small "committee" had 
to be constituted to help do some cooking 
and judging. 


With gratitude to all who passed along 


recipes, we finally settled on one as the 
most delicate and closest to what Mrs. 
Ousley described. Mix well together 2V4 
cups old-fashioned oats, 3 level tbsp. 
flour, 2Vt cups light brown sugar (1 Ib.) 
and Vt tsp. salt. Stir '/•> Ib. melted butter 
into this mixture until sugar is melted. 
Add I slightly beaten egg and 1 tsp. va- 
nilla. Mix well. Drop from Vi tsp. mea- 
suring spoon onto a greased cookie sheet 
— two inches apart. Bake for 6 to 7 min- 
utes at 350 degrees. Let cool for a minute 
or two, then roll. If cooled too much, pop 
back into oven for 30 seconds. They can 
be left flat. You cannot make any substi- 
tutions in this recipe with margarine and 
quick cooking oats. We tried it both 


ways. It didn't work.
